“COAST GUARD SERVICE (O.F.)—SPECIAL 
RETIREMENT SCHEME. 


WHEREAS owing to the fact that all Divisional Chief Officers and 
Chief Officers of Your Majesty’s Coast Guard Service, Old Force, 
other than Divisional Chief Officers W/T and Chief Officers W/T, 
have become surplus to requirements, we consider it desirable 
that special provision should be made for placing these Officers 
on the Retired List : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction 
the Regulations set forth in the attached Schedule. 


The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in this proposal. 


SCHEDULE. 

l. The Regulations in this Schedule to apply to all Divisional Chief 
Officers and Chief Officers of the Coast Guard. Old Force, other than 
Divisional Chief Officers Wireless Telegraphy, and Chief Ofticers Wireless 
Telegraphy, who were on the Active List on the 20th October 1922, and 
to have effect from the 20th October 1922. 

2. Such Officers to be placed on the Retired List on the 2Uth January 
1923, or allowed to retire voluntarily before that date, irrespective of 
their eligibility to retire voluntarily under ordinary Regulations, with 
retired pay and gratuity on retirement calculated in each case according 
to the following Regulations.

3. An Officer of the age of 50 or above on the 20th January 1923, to 
receive the rate of retired pay which he would have received had he 
continued to serve until he attained the age of 55 in the rank held on the 
20th October 1922, calculated on the scale provided in Order in Council 
of the 22nd January 1920, Schedule V, Section IX, Subsection XI, as 
amended by Order in Council of the 9th November, 1920, and to be 
granted in addition a gratuity on retirement of £37 10s. for each complete 
period of 3 months intervening between the day preceding the commence- 
ment of retired pay and the day on which the age of 55 is attained, subject 
to @ maximum gratuity of £500 in each case. 


4. An Officer who will not have reached the age of 50 on the 
20th January 1923, to receive the rate of retired pay which he would have 
received had he continued to serve until the 20th January 1925, in the 
rank held on the 20th October 1922, calculated on the scale provided in 
Order in Council of the 22nd January 1920, Schedule V, Section IX, 
Sub-section XI, as amended by Order in Council of the 9th November 
1920, and to be granted in addition a gratuity on retirement of £500. 


5. The retired pay of a Chief Officer who was in charge of a Wireless 
Telegraph or War Signal Station on the 20th October 1922, to be assessed 
as if he had continued in charge of such station until the 20th January 
1923, inclusive, irrespective of whether he elects to retire before the 
20th January 1923, but any further period of such an Officer’s prospective 
service subsequent to the 20th January 1923, reckoning for retired pay 
under Regulations 3 and 4 of this Schedule, to be reckoned as ordinary 
service in the rank of Chief Officer. 


6. The rate of retired pay granted to an Officer under these Regulations 
in no circumstances to exceed the maximum laid down in the above 
mentioned Orders in Council for the rank in which he was serving on the 
20th October 1922. 


7. All rates of retired pay granted under these Regulations to be 
subject to review on the Ist July 1924, and subsequently. 


8. Nothing in these Regulations shall preclude the Admiralty from 
retiring any Officer during the currency of the scheme under any other 
Regulations which may be applicable to his case.

PROMOTION TO ENGINEER LIEUTENANT COMMANDER 


—RULES. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your Orders 
in Council bearing dates the 9th day of March 1914, the 
14th day of May 1914, and the 26th day of October 1914, to 
approve, inter ala, of the establishment of the ranks of 
Lieutenant-Commander and Engineer Lieutenant-Commander on 
the Active, Retired and Emergency Lists, and to provide that 
Officers on these lists who had attained the rank of Lieutenant 
or Engineer Lieutenant on the Active List should be granted the 
rank of Lieutenant-Commander, or Engineer Lieutenant-Com- 
mander, on attaining 8 years’ seniority, subject to the proviso 
in the case of the Engineer Officers that such advancement 
should be limited to those duly qualified and selected for 
advancement under the regulations laid down for the government 
of Your Majesty’s Naval Service : 


And whereas Your Majesty was further graciously pleased by 
Your Order in Council bearing date the 25th dav of March 1920, 
to sanction the creation of a Special Reserve of Engineer Officers 
and to provide that Engineer Lieutenants of that Reserve should

CHIEF OF STAFF AND FLAG CAPTAIN TO C. In C., 
CHINA, COMMAND MONEY, &c. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your Order 
in Council bearing date the 22nd day of January 1920, 
(Schedule V, Section VI) to approve, snter alva, of the payment 
to Captains appointed as Chief of the Staff or Flag Captain, of 
Command Money at the rate of 7s. a day and Entertaining

DISABILITY PENSIONS.

DOCKYARD PORT OF ROSYTH. 


WHEREAS by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a 
Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regula- 
tions in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the 
purposes in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such 
other purposes as from time to time seem necessary, with a view 
to the proper protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards or 
property, or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port it shall be lawful for His Majesty in 
Council, from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or 
used, and the steps for avoiding collision to be taken by His 
Majesty’s vessels, and other vessels, navigating the waters of 
the Port and of the approaches thereto : 


And whereas in pursuance of the said Act certain Regulations 
and Rules were made by Order in Council dated the 14th day of 
February 1921, with reference to the Dockyard Port of Rosyth :

apart, hoisted at the peak, or, if no gaff, hoisted abreast the 
maintop in the middle line of the ship or on the Ensign Staff) 
by night, as a general warning. The Pilot Jack shall also be 
hoisted by day, or position lights shown by night, at the signal 
stations at Inchkeith and at His Majesty’s Dockyard at Rosyth 
and at Port Edgar for the same purpose, and all other vessels

PRE-WAR DISABILITY PENSIONERS—IMPROVED 


SCALES. 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Order in Council dated the 
13th August 1920, provision was made, subject to certain 
conditions and restrictions, for the increase on a percentage 
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basis of certain pensions granted before the 4th August 1914, 
and, subject to certain further limitations, for the increase of 
similar pensions granted subsequently to that date with effect 
from a date not later than the 13th August 1920, to men of the 
Royal Navy, Royal Marines and Naval Reserve Forces and 
others : 


And whereas by Your Majesty’s Order in Council bearing 
date the 6th February 1922, approval was given to the intro- 
duction of improved scales of pensions and gratuities for pettv 
and non-commissioned Officers, seamen, marines and boys

were exempted from mobilisation for the purpose of continuing 
in their civilian employment under the Government : 


And whereas we are of opinion that the improved scales of 
pensions sanctioned by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 
6th February 1922, should also be allowable, subject to certain 
conditions and restrictions, to pre-war disability pensioners 
disabled by peace time injuries : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
may be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to authorize 
us to award, at our discretion, and with effect as from Ist April 
1920, pensions at the rates sanctioned by Your Majesty’s Order 
in Council of 6th February 1922, in substitution for the pensions 
originally awarded to pre-war disability seamen and marine 
pensioners whose invaliding was due to injuries attributable 
to the Service, when that course would be more advantageous 
to them than an augmentation under the provisions of Your 
Majesty’s Order in Council of 13th August 1920.

pletion of one year from date of promotion to Lieutenant-General. 

(V.) Generals, R.M., to be retired on completion of three years 
from their last date of employment as a General Officer, or, if they 
have not been employed as a General Officer, on completion of three 
years from date of promotion to Major-General, provided that no 
General be retired for non-service before completion of one year 
from date of promotion to General. 

(VI.) The foregoing regulations to apply only to Officers entered

1. A member of Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing 
Service, or of Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing Service 
(Reserve), retired on account of a disability attributable to 
service, may be granted retired pay at the rate of £100 a vear for 
total disability and a proportionate rate for less disability down to

A member of Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing 
Service, with 10 or more years’ service, retired on account of a 
disability attributable to service may be granted in addition to

3. A member of Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing

laid down in Section 1 if more favourable. 


4. The amount and continuance of disability retired pay 
awarded under Sections 1 or 3, or of a disability element awarded 
under Section 2, shall in each case depend on the degree and 
duration of the disability. 


5. A member of Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing 
Service if disabled after less than five years’ service by a disability 
not attributable to service may be granted on retirement for 
disability a gratuity of one month’s pay for each year of service. 


6. If a member of Queen Alexandra’s Royal Naval Nursing

(Reserve) is disabled in such circumstances that retired pay is

PROCEDURE PREPARATORY TO TRIAL. 


Where a specific Charge 1s made. 


663. An application for the trial by Court-Martial of any 
person on any charge shall be made as follows. There shall 
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be forwarded to the Convening Authority through the usual 
channels a letter, herein-after called the Circumstantial Letter, 
reporting the circumstances on which the charge or charges are 
founded in the order of their occurrence, and in sufficient detail 
to show the real nature and extent of the offence; when words 
constitute the substance of the offence, they are to be fully and 
exactly set out. The letter is not to refer in any way to the 
previous character or conduct of the offender, nor contain any 
reference to facts prejudicial to him other than such as bear 
directly on the charges. 


664. There shall also be forwarded at the same time as the 
Circumstantial Letter a further letter enclosing— 


(a) The charge or charges drawn in accordance with the 
prescribed forms in the very words in which the offence

(d) A Certified extract of all entries of offences and 
punishments in Conduct | | Sheet [ 
; prior to the date of the offence charged but sub- 
sequent to his joining his present ship, 
with his character assessed from the previous 3lst Decem- 
ber to the date of the offence with which he may be 
charged but excluding all considerations of it. 


(e) A certified copy of the offender’s Certificate of 
Service. 


665. An accused person, for whose trial by Court-Martial an 
application has been made, shall be afforded full opportunity 
of preparing his defence, and of free communication with his 
witnesses, or with any advisor whom he may wish to consult. 


(2) Unless the person charged desires to conduct his own case, 
he may have a person or persons to assist him during the trial, 
whether an Officer, legal advisor, or any other person. In case 
an accused person below the rank of Officer should not obtain 
the help of anyone for that purpose, it is to be considered part 
of the ordinary duty of the Officer of his division, or detachment 
if he is a Marine, to watch the case on his behalf, and assist 
him should he desire it. 

(3) In the event of the Officer of the division or detachment 
being a witness for the Prosecution, or unavailable, or ineligible 
for the duty for any other reason, the Captain is to direct another 
Officer to assist the accused. . : 
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Where no Specific Charge +s made. 

666. The Convening Authority may, subject to any orders 
from time to time made by the Admiralty, on his own motion 
issue a Warrant in the prescribed form: in accordance with the 
provisions of Sections 91 and 92 of the Naval Discipline Act, 
convening a Court-Martial to inquire into the cause of the 
wreck, loss, destruction, or capture of one of His Majesty’s 
Ships. 

(2) No Circumstantial Letter shall be necessary, but if the 
Convening Authority shall have received from the Commanding 
Officer, or from the senior surviving Officer of such ship, a report 
of the circumstances of the loss, &c., such report shall be sent 
with the Warrant to the President of the Court. 

(3) The Convening Authority shall appoint a Prosecutor and 
shall send to him a copy of the report, if any, of the loss, &c., 
of the ship. 

(4) The Prosecutor shall on receipt of the report, and after 
having taken a statement of evidence from such of the survivors 
and other persons as he may consider desirable, or read 
statements of evidence taken from them, prepare such questions 
in reference to the loss, &c., and the conduct of the officers 
and men upon which the opinion of the Court is desired. He 
shall, not less than twenty-four hours before the commencement 
of the trial, deliver a copy of such questions to the President, 
to the senior surviving ollicer or man, and to any other officer 
or man among the survivors whose conduct in relation to or 
after the said loss, &c., is specially in question. 

(5) The Prosecutor shall call before the Court and examine 
such witnesses as he may think necessary for the purposes of 
elucidating the circumstances of the loss, &c., of the ship, but 
this shall not prevent the Court from further examining such 
witnesses, or from recalling any witness when and so often 
as it may think desirable, or from calling any other person as 
a witness whose evidence the Court may consider desirable. 

(6) At the conclusion of the evidence called by the Prosecutor 
he may, if he thinks fit, amend the questions submitted to 
the Court or add new questions suggested by the evidence which 
shall have been given during the trial, and shall deliver copies 
of the amended or additional questions to the Court and to the 
persons to whom he has delivered copies of the original questions, 
and to any other surviving officer or man implicated by such 
further questions. All such persons shall have the right to recall 
any witnesses for the purpose of cross-examination by them, 
to call any other witnesses, and to submit to the Court any 
statement in defence they may desire to make before it is cleared 
to consider the finding. 

(7) The finding of the Court shall consist of its answers to 
the questions submitted to it by the Prosecutor, together with 
® narrative of the circumstances attending the loss, &c., in which 
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is to be stated the opinion of the Court as to the conduct of 
the officers and men on the occasion of the loss, &c. If the 
Court shall be of opinion that all or any of the survivors are not 
to blame, it shall formally acquit them. 

(8) If the Court shall be of opinion that the conduct of any 
person in relation to or subsequent to the loss, &c., deserve 
censure, the finding shall state in what respect blame is 
attributable to such person and whether his conduct amounts 
to an offence under any, and if so what, section of the Naval 
Discipline Act. If such person has, in the opinion of the Court, 
committed no offence he shall be formally acquitted, but if 
the Court shall be of opinion that he has committed an offence, 
it shall proceed as directed in Articles 697, 694 and 699 in applying 
the provisions of which they shall be construed as if the words 
‘‘ any officer or member of the crew of any of His Majesty's ships | 
wrecked, lost, captured or destroyed. to whom blame is 
attributable ’’ were substituted for the word “ accused.” 


DUTIES OF THE CONVENING AUTHORITY. 


667. When it is proposed to try a person on any charge, 
the Convening Authority shall not order a Court-Martial to 
assemble until he shall have satisfied himself that the charges 
are correct and sufficient, and that they are properly framed and 
carefully drawn up, and until he has also satisfied himself that 
the evidence, if uncontradicted or unexplained, will probably 
suffice to ensure a conviction. 


(2) The Convening Authority shall issue to the Officer 
appointed by him to preside at the Court-Martial a Warrant 
under his hand in the prescribed form, directing him to assemble 
a Court-Martial, and shall, when the Court-Martial is appointed 
to try any person on any charge, transmit to the President the 
Circumstantial Letter and the Charge or Charges with the 
Warrant. 


668. In any case the Convening Authority, if Commander- 
in-Chief of any fleet or squadron, may, in the absence of the 
Judge-Advocate of the kleet or his Deputy, and in default of 
any appointment in that behalf by the Admiralty, by Warrant 
under his hand in the prescribed form appoint a person to 
officiate as Deputy Judge-Advocate at the trial, and shall (except 
when the trial is to be held under Sections 91 and 92 of the 
Naval Discipline Act) send him a copy of the charge and of the 
Circumstantial Letter, and shall forward to him (or to the 
President for him) in all cases the documents mentioned in 
Article 664 (6) and (c), and in case of the trial of an Officer, the 
list of Officers who have been tried by Court-Martial, or a certified — 
extract therefrom, and in the case of the trial of a person below 
the rank of subordinate Officer, the documents mentioned in 
Article 664 (d) and (e).

(2) The Convening Authority, or, in his absence, the Senior 
Naval Officer present, shall, by Warrant under his hand in the 
prescribed form, appoint. a provost-marshal to take the accused 
into his custody and safely keep him until he shall have been 
delivered in due course of Law. 

(3) It is the duty of the Captain of the ship to which the 
accused belongs in ordinary cases to act as Prosecutor, but 
if for any reason it is undesirable or impossible for the Captain 
or Executive Officer of that ship to conduct the Prosecution, 
the Convening Authority shall appoint a competent person to 
undertake the duty. 


’ CONSTITUTION AND SUMMONING OF THE COURT. 


669. Whenever a Court-Martial is ordered, such timely 
notice as may be practicable, and which, as a general rule, should 
be not less than 24 hours, shall be given in General Orders or 
by signal to the Ships present, so that the proper Officers may 
be prepared to attend at the place and hour appointed. The 
names of the President and of the Officers whose presence it 
is anticipated will be required are at the same time to be made 
known, and after such notice no Officer junior to the President 
of a rank eligible to sit as a member is to proceed on leave of 
absence without the express authority of the Officer ordering 
the Court-Martial, or of the Senior Officer present. 

(2) On the morning of the day appointed for the Court- 
Martial to be held the Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer 
present shall send to the President a list of the Officers who . 
are eligible and may be required to sit as members notifying 
if there be any whose attendance is not attainable by reason 
of the exigencies of the public service. This list is also to give 
the names of any Officers absent on leave. 

(3) The Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer present shall, 
by signal, order the President to make a signal not less than 
one hour before the time appointed for the Court-Martial to 
assemble, summoning the Officers junior to himself present at 
the place where the Court-Martial shall be held, to sit thereon, 
which latter signal shall be deemed to be a compliance with 
Section 58 (16) of the Naval Discipline Act. 


670. Officers whose duty it may be to attend as Members 
of a Court-Martial shall sit only in the confirmed rank they hold 
in the service, notwithstanding they may be borne on the books 
of the ships to which they may respectively belong in a superior 
rank, but Commodores when not acting in conjunction with 
Senior Captains shall sit as Commodores, otherwise as Captains 
only. 

(2) Any Officer, who, on promotion, may not be reappointed 
in the higher rank by the Admiralty, but who may temporarily 
retain his appointment in the lower rank, shall sit at Court- 
Martial in the rank from which he was promoted, but senior 
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of that rank; if, however, two or more Officers promoted to 
the same rank and similarly circumstanced be present, they shall 
sit in the order in which they stood on the official list in their 
lower rank. 

(3) Officers on the Reserved, Retired, Emergency or Supple- 
mentary Lists of the Royal Navy, if on full pay, shall sit at 
Court-Martial in the order in which they take rank and com- 
mand; but if holding acting rank they shall sit in the order in 
which they would have taken rank and command if they had 
not been granted acting rank. 


671. A Member of a Court who may have been absent during 
any part of the trial of an accused person can take no further 
part in the trial, but the Court will not be affected except as 
provided by Section 60 of the Naval Discipline Act. 


DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 


672. If the President appoints a person to officiate as Deputy 
Judge-Advocate he shall forward to him with the Warrant a copy 
of the charge or charges and Circumstantial Letter. 

(2) In every case in which any person is about to be tried 
on any charge the President shall satisfy himself that the accused 
has been furnished, at the earliest possible moment, with a copy 
of a charge sheet and of the Circumstantial Letter, a List of 
Witnesses for the Prosecution, and a notice that it is competent 
for him to give evidence on his own behalf. 

(3) If, in pressing circumstances, where delay would be 
very inconvenient to the public service, the above-mentioned 
documents shall not have been furnished to the accused 24 hours 
before trial, this fact shall be recorded in the Minutes of the 
Proceedings, together with a statement of the pressing circum- 
stances which prevented their being so furnished. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything herein contained, in the case 
of mutiny the trial may take place immediately after the com- 
mission of the offence. 

(5) The President shall appoint an Officer to be Officer of the 
Court, and shall give him such orders as may be necessary for the 
due transaction of the business of the Court. 

(6) The President shall be responsible for the due constitution 
of the Court and for the trial being conducted in accordance 
with the provisions of the Naval Discipline Act in force for the 
time being, with the General Orders framed thereunder and with 
any supplementary orders given by the Admiralty. 

(7) In the event of there being no Prosecutor the Court and 
the Judge-Advocate shall ask such questions of the witnesses as 
may be necessary to bring the whole case fully before the Court. 


DUTIES OF THE JUDGE-ADVOCATE. 


673. The Judge-Advocate shall give notice in writing to the 
accused of the time and date of the trial, and that it is competent 
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for him to give evidence on his own behalf. He shall also cause 
the accused to be furnished with a copy of the Charges, Cir- 
cumstantial Letter, the List of Witnesses for the Prosecution, and 
a summary of the evidence in support of the prosecution, and, 
if the Prosecutor should at a later stage desire to call any further 
witnesses, the Judge-Advocate shall give the accused immediate 
notice of his intention to do so, together with a summary of the 
evidence to be given by such witnesses. He shall also inform the 
accused that any witnesses whom he may desire to call shall be 
summoned on his behalf, and shall inform the President that he 
has performed these duties. The Judge-Advocate shall inform 
the Prosecutor of the date and time of the Court-Martial and 
request him to forward certified copies (in the case of an officer) 
of any of the documents mentioned in Article 698 a. ii., and (in 
the case of a person below the rank of subordinate officer) of the 
documents mentioned in Article 698 6. i. He shall also forward 
to the Prosecutor a copy of the charges if the charges submitted 
have been amended by the Convening Authority. 

(2) The Judge-Advocate shall take the necessary steps to pro- 
cure the attendance of the witnesses whom the Prosecutor or 
the accused may desire to call, and whose attendance can reason- 
ably be procured, serving them with a summons in the prescribed 
form under Section 66 of the Naval Discipline Act. Should it 


appear that any witness has been summoned without due cause, ‘ 


the person requiring the attendance of such witness may, at the 
discretion of the Admiralty at home, or Commander-in-Chief 
abroad, be required to refund the cost of such attendance. With- 
out prejudice to this provision, the payment of reasonable expenses 
of the witnesses not subject to the Naval Discipline Act, who may 
have been summoned to give evidence at a Court-Martial, shall 
be made by the Judge-Advocate, who shall be repaid under the 
direction of the President by the Accountant Officer of the Flag 
or Senior Officer's ship at the port where the Court-Martial may 
be assembled; and the Judge-Advocate shall report to the 
Secretary of the Admiralty the particulars of all such payments 
when the Minutes of the Proceedings are forwarded, or as soon 
after as may be. 

(3) At all times after the Judge-Advocate has been appointed, 
the Prosecutor and the accused shall, if they ask for it, be entitled 
to his opinion on any question of law relating to the charge or 
trial, subject, should he be in Court, to the permission of the 
Court. 

Whether consulted or not, he shall inform the Convening 
Authority and the Court of any informality or defect in the Charge 
or Charges or in the constitution of the Court. 

(4) The Judge-Advocate shall, whether his opinion is asked or 
not, advise the Court to the utmost of his knowledge and ability, 
not only on questions relating to Naval Law and to the procedure 
of Courts-Martial, as they arise, but also on every question of 
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doubt or difficulty with reference to Common and Statute Law, to 
the law and rules of evidence, and to the rules and regulations of 
the Service generally. 

Any information, advice, or opinion, given to the Court on any 
matter before it, shall be entered in the Proceedings, if he, or the 
Court, desire it. 

(5) The Judge-Advocate shall maintain an entirely impartial 
position. He shall not act as Prosecutor. He shall take care 
that the accused does not suffer any disadvantage in consequence 
of his position or of his ignorance, or of his incapacity to examine 
or cross-examine witnesses, or of any other cause, and for that 
purpose, with the permission of the Court, he may call witnesses 
and put such questions to any witness as may appear necessary to 
elicit the truth. 

(6) The Judge-Advocate shall be responsible for the due 
recording of the Minutes in the prescribed form. He or the 
shorthand writer shall take down in writing and number con- 
secutively the questions put to, and the answers given by, each 
witness, and shall read the same in the hearing of the witness, 
when required to do so, in order that any mistake may be 
corrected. No erasures are to be made in the Minutes, and all 
corrections or interlineations are to be verified by his initials. 


PROCEDURE AT THE TRIAL. 


674. Except as hereinafter provided, all persons, other than 
those who may be summoned to give evidence, shall be admitted 
to the place where the Court-Martial is being held. Provided 
always that during the period of the present war upon the pro- 
duction by the Prosecutor before the trial commences of a 
certificate under the hand of the Secretary of the Admiralty 
that it is in the interests of the national safety or upon an applica- 
tion made on the like grounds by the Prosecutor at any time 
after the members of the Court have been sworn, that all or any 
portion of the public should be excluded during the whole or 
any part of the trial, the Court may in its discretion make an 
order to that effect, but the sentence shall be pronounced in 
open Court. The fact of any such application being made, 
and the order of the Court thereon, shall be recorded in the 
Minutes of the Proceedings. 


675. As soon as the Court has been assembled the accused shall 
be brought in and the Prosecutor and audience admitted. The 
Judge-Advocate shall read the Warrant for assembling the Court, 
and the names of the Officers whose attendance is stated in the 
list furnished under Article 669 (2) not to be attainable, together 
with the reasons for their absence. 

(2) The Judge-Advocate shall read the names of the Officers 
composing the Court, and shall ask the Prosecutor whether he 
objects to any of them. 
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(3) If the Prosecutor shall have made no objection, or after 
any objection made by the Prosecutor has been disposed of, the 
Judge-Advocate shall ask the accused if he objects to any Member 
of the Court. 


The following provisions shall apply to the case of objections 
both by the Prosecutor and the accused. 


(4) Neither the Prosecutor nor the accused can object to the 
Judge-Advocate. 

(5) Any Member may be objected to on any ground which 
affects his competency to act as an impartial judge. 

(6) Objections to Members shall be decided separately, that 
to the Officer lowest in rank being taken first. All the other 
Members, whether objected to or not, shall vote as to the disposal 
of the objection. 

(7) On an objection being allowed, the Member is at once to 
retire, and his place is to be filled up before an objection against 
another officer is considered. 

(8) Should the President be objected to, and the objection be 
allowed, the Court is to adjourn until a new President has been 
appointed by the Convening Authority. 

(9) Should a Member be objected to on the ground of being 
summoned as a witness, and should it be found that the objection 
has been made in good faith, and that the Officer is to give 
evidence as to facts, and not merely as to character, the objection 
should be allowed, whether made by the Prosecutor or by the 
accused. Should, however, it be found that the Officer was 
summoned to give evidence without a sufficient cause, and merely 
to disqualify him from sitting, the Court is to exercise its 
discretion in regard to allowing the objection. 


676. The Judge-Advocate shall then ask the accused whether 
he has any further objection to make respecting the constitution 
of the Court. Should he raise any objection it shall then be 
decided by the Court. 

(2) If the accused should have no further objection to make 
to the constitution of the Court, the Members and the Judge- 
Advocate shall then take the oaths in the manner prescribed by 
the Naval Discipline Act. 


677. The trial shall commence by the Judge-Advocate reading 
the Charge and Circumstantial Letter. 


678. A person assisting an accused person may advise him on 
all points, and may, by permission of the President, but not 
otherwise, examine him if he desires to give evidence and cross- 
examine the Witnesses for the prosecution and examine those 
for the defence. He may in every case suggest to the accused 
questions to be put to Witnesses, and may read the accused’s 
Defence or Statement in mitigation of Punishment. Subject to 
the provisions of Article 693 he may address the Court on behalf 
of the accused. 
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679. The accused shall not be called on to plead to the Charge 
or Charges, but should he voluntarily plead guilty, his plea is to 
be recorded on the Minutes. If the accused pleads guilty, he shall 
be deemed to have admitted the accuracy of all the material 
Statements contained in the Circumstantial Letter. In such a 
case, before the Court proceeds to deliberate on the Sentence, 
the accused may make a Statement in mitigation of punishment ; 
if written, it must be signed by himself, and shall be read to 
the Court, and attached to the Proceedings. Should this State- 
ment, in the opinion of the Court, amount to a plea of “ Not 
Guilty,” or should the Court be satisfied by such Statement, or 
by any other means, that the accused does not understand the 
effect of a plea of “‘ Guilty,” or should the Court be of opinion 
that the circumstances of the case are such that the proper 
Sentence cannot be awarded unless the facts are investigated, 
such plea of “ Guilty ” is not to be accepted, but the trial is 
to be proceeded with as if the accused had not pleaded. If, 
however, the Statement is, in the opinion of the Court, not 
inconsistent with a plea of “ Guilty,” and if the Court is satisfied 
that the accused understands the effect of such a plea, and that 
no further investigation is required, such plea is to be accepted. 


680. If the accused does not voluntarily plead guilty, or if his 
plea of guilty is not accepted, the trial shall proceed, and the 
witnesses for the Prosecution shall be called. No witness whose 
name was not included in the original list of witnesses shall be 
called by the Prosecutor, unless the Judge-Advocate has given 
notice to the accused that he intends to call such witness, and 
has supplied him with a summary of the evidence of such 
witness. 


681. At any time during the trial, should the Court think it 
necessary, or should either the Prosecutor or the accused request 
it on any reasonable ground, an impartial person shall be 
employed to act as interpreter, and sworn in due course. 

(2) At any time during the trial, should the Court think it 
desirable, an impartial person or persons may be employed to 
act as shorthand writer and duly sworn. 


682. Before a person is sworn as interpreter or shorthand 
writer, the accused should be informed of the person whom it 
is proposed to employ, and may object to such person as not 
being impartial; and the Court, should it think such objection 
reasonable, shall not swear that person as interpreter or short- 
hand writer. 

(2) If a shorthand writer is employed, the evidence given by 
a witness shall, when required by the Court or the witness, be 
read over to him by the shorthand writer before the witness 
leaves the Court. 

(3) The transcript of the Shorthand Writer’s Notes, made 
and signed by him, and certified as such by the Judge-Advocate, 
shall constitute the original Proceedings of the Court. 
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683. No witness shall be examined.until he has been duly 


sworn. Except as hereinafter provided, the Oath shall be 
administered in the following manner :— 


The person to be sworn shall hold the New Testament, or in 


the case of a Jew the Old Testament, in his uplifted hand and 
shall say or repeat after the Judge-Advocate the following :— 


If a Witness : 


L swear by Almighty God that in the evidence I shall give 
before the Court on the present trial, I will, whether it 
be favourable or unfavourable to the accused, declare the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth. 

If the Accused : 

I swear by Almighty God that the evidence I shall give on 
my own behalf shall be the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth. 

If a Shorthand Writer: 

I swear by Almighty God that I will truly take down, to the 
best of my power, the evidence to be given before this 
Court-Martial, and such other matters as I may be 
required, and, when required, will deliver to the Court a 
true transcript of the same. 

If a Shorthand Writer, and if and when the Court in accordance 
with Article 674 shall have made an order that all or a 
portion of the public shall be excluded during the whole 
or part of the trial : 

I swear by Almighty God that I will truly take down, to 
the best of my power, the evidence to be given before this 
Court-Martial, and such other matters as I may be 
required to take down, and, when so required, will deliver 
to the Court a true transcript of the same, and that I will 
not publish or communicate to any person the proceedings 
or anything relating thereto except for the purpose of 
making the transcript, nor will I disclose to any person 
anything I may learn in the course of the trial, and will, 
with the transcript, deliver up the original shorthand 
notes. 

If an Interpreter : 

I swear by Almighty God that I will, to the best of my 
ability, truly interpret and translate, as I shall be required 
to du, touching the matter before this Court-Martial. 

(2) Any person upon objecting to be sworn on the grounds 


that he has no religious belief, or that the taking of an Oath is 
contrary to his religious belief, may make his solemn affirmation 
as follows, slowly and distinctly repeating the words after the 
Judge-Advocate :— 


I, A.B., do solemnly, sincerely, and truly declare and affirm 
that 
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proceeding with the words of the Oath prescribed, but not making 
use of any book. 


684. In all cases where the above forms of Oath are not 
binding on the conscience of the person to be sworn, such person 
shall be sworn in such form as he may declare to be binding on 
his conscience. 


THE EXAMINATION OF WITNESSES. 


685. Witnesses must not be present in Court during any part 
of the Proceedings, unless by permission of the Court, except 
when under examination, and except when the Court re-opens 
for reading the Finding and the Sentence. 

(2) The Prosecutor is a competent witness. A member of the 
Court, whether previously objected to or not by either side, is 
not necessarily disqualified from being examined as a witness 
should it be found in the course of the Proceedings that he can 
give material evidence, but thereafter he is disqualified from 
acting as a Member of the Court, unless his evidence has been 
given after conviction, and has been directed to the good 
character of the accused. 


686. The examination of all witnesses shall be oral, and except 
in the case mentioned in Article 687, shall be taken in the presence 
of the Court. Unless a strong reason to the contrary exists, the 
evidence of witnesses shall be taken at one examination in regard 
to all the charges. 

(2) The examination of all witnesses shall be conducted as 
follows :—First, they shall be examined by the person calling 
them; after which, they may be cross-examined by the opposite 
party should he desire to do so; then re-examined by the person 
calling them, but only on matter arising out of the cross-examina- 
tion; and, finally, examined by the Court and Judge-Advocate. 

(3) On the application of the accused, the Court should allow 
his cross-examination of a witness to be postponed, unless it 
should appear that the request has been made for the purpose 
of obstruction. 

(4) In addition to exercising the right of examination above 
conferred, the Court and the Judge-Advocate may put questions 
to any witness at any period of his examination for the purpose 
of elucidating any answers previously given by him. 

(5) The Court, and the Judge-Advocate with the consent of 
the Court, may at any time during the trial recall a witness; 
and before the accused gives evidence or is called on for his 
Defence may also call and examine any other person touching 
the matter in question, whose evidence the Court may deem 
necessary for the furtherancé of the ends of justice. After the 
close of the case for the Defence, they may call and examine any 
other person whose evidence the accused may show to the Court 
to be material in his behalf. 
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(5a) After the close of the Defence, the Court may also call 
any Medical Officer whose professional opinion as to the state 
of health or sanity of the accused might aid the Court to arrive 
at a just conclusion as to the measure of his culpability. Such 
a medical witness should not be called to give evidence which 
could be used in reply to the defence, nor should he be permitted 
to pronounce an opinion as to the guilt or otherwise of the 
accused. 

(6) The Prosecutor is not bound to call all the witnesses whose 
names are on the list given to the accused, but he shall call such 
of them as the accused may desire to be called, in order that 
the accused may cross-examine them, if he wishes to do so. 
Such witness or witnesses shall be called before the Prosecution 
is finally closed. 


687. If any material witness should be in hospital, or other- 
wise unable from sickness to appear before the Court, the Court 
shall adjourn, and his evidence shall be taken on Oath before 
a Magistrate or Consul, in the presence of the Judge-Advocate, 
of the accused, of the accused's adviser, should there be one, and 
of the Prosecutor; and full opportunity shall be afforded of cross- 
examining the witness. The Judge-Advocate shall take down 
the evidence, as in the case of other witnesses, and on his return 
to the Court, shall lay before it the evidence which has thus 
been taken, and shall attach it to the Minutes. 


688. Should a question proposed be objected to, the opinion 
of the Court shall be taken, and the question shall be admitted 
or rejected as the majority may decide. The fact of the objection 
being made, the ground thereof, and the decision of the Court 
. Shall be recorded in the Minutes. 


689. If at any time it appears to the Court that any witness 
is prevaricating in his evidence or behaving with contempt, the 
President shall warn the witness that under Section 66 of the 
Naval Discipline Act he is liable to imprisonment or detention 
for such prevarication or contempt. The fact that this warning 
has been given shall be recorded in the Minutes of Proceedings. 


SPECIAL DIRECTIONS AS TO EVIDENCE IN ALL CASES. 


690. Whenever it is necessary for the purposes of either the 
prosecution or the defence to prove the contents of any voucher, 
receipt, account, muster, ship's book, or other document made 
or kept in pursuance of any Act of Parliament, the King’s 
Regulations, Admiralty Instructions, or of the Custom of the 
Service, a copy of the same purporting to be signed and certified 
as a correct copy by the officer for the time being commanding 
the ship in which the same was magle or kept or by the Secretary 
of the Admiralty may be received as primd facie evidence of 
such document and of matters, transactions, and accounts 
therein recorded. 
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CHARGES OF Loss, STRANDING OR HAZARDING OF H.M. SHIpPs. 


(2) If a court-martial should be ordered to inquire into the 
loss, stranding, or hazarding of a ship or to try a charge arising 
therefrom, the following procedure is to be observed :— 


(a) The Captain is to produce the ship's log book and 
deck log book; the rough and fair Engine Room Registers ; 
the chart or charts and sailing directions by which the 
ship was navigated; the last table of compass deviations, 
and subsequent observed deviation of the compass at sea, 
and the compass journal, as directed in Article 1004; the 
Captain’s night order book; and the Navigating Officer's 
note book and work book. 

(6) The Court is to ascertain whether the proper chart, 
sailing directions and all hydrographical notices bearing 
on the case had heen supplied, and, if so, whether they 
had been used; whether the position of the ship had been 
fixed as often as necessary under existing circumstances, 
if not, when it was last ascertained so correctly as to be 
reliable; and whether the courses steered by standard 
compass, the distances run between the time when the 
position of the ship was last correctly ascertained and that 
of the occurrence, were noted in the deck log book, and 
whether the regulations contained in Article 982, with 
regard to sounding were carefully observed. The Court 

shall also examine the Compass Journal to ascertain the 
degree of reliance that can be placed on the deviations of 
the standard compass. 


(c) The Court shall direct one or more Navigating or 
other competent officers of ships present to work up the 
ship’s reckoning from the log and the Navigating Officer’s 
note book and work book (Article 1028), and the rough 
and fair engine-room registers, from the time when her 
position was last accurately ascertained (or from such a 
time, and with such details, as the Court may require) to 
the time of her taking, or being in danger of taking the 
ground; the result is to be delivered to the Court in the 
prescribed form attested by the signature of such Officer 
or Officers, and he or they are to be sworn, and to be 
subject to cross-examination as to its accuracy. The 
President is to endorse the report as approved if the Court 
concurs, and if not, an expression of its dissent is to be 
added, signed by the President, showing in what respects 
and for what reasons it dissents. The positions of the ship, 
so determined, are to be laid off on the chart by which she 
was navigated, or on a copy or tracing of the chart if the 
original is not available, and also the determined position 
when ashore or in danger, as noted in the log book. The 
rate and direction of the current and of the tidal stream, 
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and the time of tide should also, if possible, be ascertained, 
stated, and equally verified on Oath. 

(d@) These documents, viz., the report in the prescribed 
form and the prepared chart, as well as an attested copy 
of the ship’s log book and the engine-room register, com- 
mencing from at least 48 hours before the ship took the 
ground or was endangered, if so long from a known 
anchorage, are to accompany the Minutes. 


WHERE NO SPECIFIC CHARGE IS MADE. 


3.—(a) The Court may, where no specific charge is made, 
receive in evidence any written statements from persons whose 
attendance cannot be secured for any reason deemed adequate 
by the Court, provided that no person shall be found to blame 
for the wreck, loss, capture, or destruction of the ship by reason 
of the evidence afforded by such reports unless the persons 
making such written statements shall at some time during the 
trial have been sworn, and the person or persons who shall 
ultimately be found to blame shall have had an opportunity of 
cross-examining such persons on Oath. 

(6) Where no specific charge is made any witness: who has 
been duly sworn may if the Court thinks fit, notwithstanding 
anything herein contained, for the purpose of giving his evidence 
read from a written statement previously prepared and signed by 
him which shall thereafter be attached to the minutes. He may 
be further examined, cross-examined, and re-examined in 
accordance with Article 686 (2). 


691. The examination and cross-examination of the Officer or 
Officers who have been directed to perform the duty mentioned 
in Article 690 (c) is to be limited to ascertaining the accuracy 
or inaccuracy of the document thus laid before the Court. 


THE DEFENCE. 


692. The Prosecution being closed, and the witnesses, if any, 
called by the Court, having been examined, the accused shall 
be called on for his Defence, and shall, on his application, be 
granted a reasonable time for the preparation of the same. The 
Court shall adjourn during that time and may adjourn again from 
time to time on the application of the accused if he shall satisfy 
the Court that the time granted him has not been sufficient for 
the due preparation of his Defence. 


693. The accused’s Statement in Defence may be either oral 
or in writing; if oral, it shall be recorded in the Minutes as 
nearly as possible in the words of the accused or his friend; if 
in writing, it shall be signed by him, and attached to the 
Minutes. Such Statement shall be made or read, if the accused 
elects to give evidence and is the only witness for the Defence, 
immediately after he gives evidence or if the Prosecutor sums up 
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the case for the prosecution immediately after such summing up; 
in all other cases, after the close of the case for the prosecution, 
and before he himself gives evidence. 

(2) The Criminal Evidence Act, 1898, is hereby, pursuant to 
Section 6 (2) (a) of the said Act, applied to Naval Courts-Martial. 

(3) The accused shall produce his other witnesses for the 
Defence after he has given his own evidence; but should the 
accused not have applied to be examined as witness, he is to be 
called on to produce his witnesses after he has made his State- 
ment in Defence. The witnesses for the Defence shall be 
examined, cross-examined and re-examined as mentioned in 
Article 686 (2). 

(4) After evidence of the witnesses for the defence has been 
concluded the accused or his friend on his behalf may, if the 
accused so desires, sum up the case for the defence in a written 
or oral statement which shall be recorded in the minutes. 

(5) The prosecutor shall, unless with the concurrence of the 
Court he considers this unnecessary, sum up orally or in writing 
the case for the prosecution— 


(a) If the accused proposes to call no witness other than 
witness as to character—immediately after the close of the 
case for the prosecution and before the accused's statement 
or address in defence (if any). 

(6) If the accused alone gives evidence for the defence— 
immediately after the close of his evidence and before the 
accused's statement or address in defence (if any). 

(c) Lf any witness other than a witness as to character 
or the accused himself is called for the defence—imme- 
diately after the concluding statement (if any) on behalf of 
the accused or in the absence of such statement after the 
conclusion of the evidence for the defence. 


(6) In applying the above provisions to the case of a Court- 
Martial held under Section 92 of the Naval Discipline Act, they 
shall be construed as if the words “ any Officer or member of 
the crew of any of His Majesty’s Ships wrecked, lost, captured, or 


destroyed, against whom any allegation has been made’’ were 
substituted for the word “‘ accused.” 


AMENDMENT OF THE CHARGE. 


694. If at any time in the course of a trial after the Court has 
been sworn, but before the Finding, the Court shall be 
satisfied :-— 


(1) that there is a variance in unessential details 
between the charge or charges and the evidence adduced in 
support thereof; or 

(2) that a charge drawn under Section 28 of the Naval 
Discipline Act would in the circumstances disclosed by 
the evidence have been more’ appropriately drawn under 
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Section 43 of that Act, which latter section empowers the 
Court to pass a@ less sentence than that prescribed by the 
former section ; 


the Court may direct the Judge-Advocate to amend the charge or 
charges accordingly, provided always— 


(3) that no evidence which could not have been given in 
support of the original charge shall be given in support of 
the substituted charge ; 

(4) that the accused cannot be substantially prejudiced 
by the making of such amendment in the conduct of his 
defence; and 

(5) that the Court shall, if so requested by the accused, 
adjourn for a reasonable time to enable him to meet the 
charge or charges as so amended. 


All such amendments shall be noted in the Minutes at the 
point at which such amendments shall be made and shall be 
verified on the original documents by the signature of the 
President. 


ASCERTAINING OPINION OF THE COURT. 


695. In taking the opinion of the Court upon all questions, the 
Junior Member shall -vote first, and then the other Members, 
in order of seniority to the President, all voting orally, and the 
votes of the majority, except for judgment of death (which is 
specially provided for by Section 53 (2) of the Naval Discipline 
Act) shall decide the question. Should the Members disagree 
upon any question, and on a division the votes be equal, the 
construction most favourable to accused shall prevail. (See also 
Article 699). 

THe FINDING. 


696. When the evidence has been closed the accused shall be 
removed, and the Prosecutor and bystanders ordered to with- 
draw. The Court shall then consider the matter in evidence 
before it, and the Judge-Advocate, if so directed by the Court, 
shall draw up such questions as shall be agreed upon, whereon 
to form a determination in regard to the innocence or guilt of 
the accused. The Judge-Advocate shall then draw up the 
Finding. 

(2) The Finding shall be signed by every Member of the Court 
by way of attestation notwithstanding any difference of opinion 
there may have been among the Members, and be countersigned 
by the Judge-Advocate. 

697. The Court shall be reopened, the accused brought in, 
and the Judge-Advocate, by direction of the Court, shall read 
the Finding. 

698. If the accused is found guilty, the Court, before 
awarding punishment, may call evidence as to the previous 
character and qualifications of the accused and in addition to 
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any oral evidence of general character that may be adduced, 
shall take into consideration the following documents, which shall 
be read in open Court :— 


(a) In the case of an Officer— 


i. Any entries against him in the list of Officers who 
have been tried by Court-Martial ; 

ii. Any previous entries against him in the Log of 
the Ship to which he may have belonged when the 
offence or offences for which he is being tried were 
committed, and also any documents, other than such 
entries in the Log, of the nature of a definite censure 
by superior authority for a definite offence; which 
Log and documents the Prosecution is to produce; 

iii. Any certificates or other documentary evidence of 
character which the accused may produce. 


(b) In the case of a person below the rank of Subordinate 
Officer— 
° i. The entries against him in the Conduct 
Sheet | prior to the date of 
the offence charged, but subsequent to his joining his 
- present ship ; 

ii. His Certificate of Service ; 

iii. Any entries against him in the list of those who 
have been tried by Court-Martial, together with his 
Conduct Sheet, or the corresponding part of a Company 
Conduct Sheet in the case of a Marine, with character 
assessed from the previous 3lst December to the date of 
the offence for which he may be under trial, but excluding 
all consideration of it. 


(2) If the accused is found guilty he may, before the Court 
proceeds to deliberate on the sentence, make a statement in 
mitigation of punishment. 


THE SENTENCE. 


699. The Court shall then be cleared, and the Members shall 
consider and determine on the punishment proper to be inflicted 
in conformity with the Finding. All the Members of the Court, 
whether they have voted for an acquittal or not, shall vote on 
the question of what punishment is proper to be awarded for 
the offence of which the accused has been found guilty. In the 
event of the votes varying so considerably as not to give an 
actual majority in favour of the award of any given punishment, 
the President shall call on the Members to revise their votes. 

(2) If the Court should desire to draw attention to the conduct 
or manner of giving evidence of any witness, an entry to that 
effect should be made on the Minutes after the Sentence, of 
which latter it is not, however, to form any part, unless Sentence 
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is passed on such witness under Section 66 of the Naval 
Discipline Act. 

(3) Except as above, all representations which the Court may 
desire to make with reference to matters arising out of the Court- 
Martial are to be made the subject of a separate letter signed 
by the President before the Court has been dissolved, and are 
not to form part of the recorded Proceedings of the Court. 


700. The Judge-Advocate shall draw up the Sentence in the 
prescribed form; it shall be signed by every Member of the 
Court by way of attestation, notwithstanding any difference of 
opinion there may have been among the Members, and shall 
be countersigned by the Judge-Advocate. The Court shall then 
be re-opened, and the accused brought in, and the Judge-Advocate 
shall, by direction of the Court, pronounce the Sentence. The 
accused shall be removed and the Court dissolved. 

(2) As soon as the Court has been dissolved, the President is 
to wait upon the Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer with a 
letter reporting the Finding and the Sentence of the Court- 
Martial. : 

(3) The Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer present, before 
he takes any step to give effect to the Sentence, either by issuing 
his certificate for the keeping of the accused in Penal Servitude 
or warrant for his imprisonment or detention, or otherwise, or 
before he orders the suspension of the sentence under Section 74a 
of the Naval Discipline Act, shall satisfy himself, by a careful 
examination of the Minutes of the proceedings, that no fatal 
error has been committed in the conduct of the Court-Martial, 
calculated, in his opinion, to invalidate the Finding of the Court- 
Martial. If he should doubt the correctness of the Finding, 
in fact or in law, or the legality of the Sentence, he shall avoid 
either putting the Sentence into execution or formally suspending 
it pending reference to the Admiralty.

And whereas we consider that the titles ‘‘ Gunner ”’ R.M.A., 
and ‘ Private’? R.M.L.I. should be superseded by the title 
‘* Marine ”’ : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to approve, with 
effect from the 22nd day of June, 1923, the proposals set forth 
in the accompanying Schedule. 


The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in this proposal.

5. The title ‘“‘ Marine’’ to be substituted for the titles “ Gunner” 
and “ Private.” 

6. Commissioned Officers, Commissioned Officers from Warrant 
Rank, and Warrant Officers, to be combined on one list according to 
the following rules :— 

(i) Commissioned Officers—(Direct Entries). 

(a) According to rank by date of seniority ; two or more Officers 
of the same date of promotion to be placed in order of date of entry 
into the Service; if still of the same seniority, to be placed in each 
batch in the proportion of one Royal Marine Artillery to three 
Royal Marine Light Infantry, the relative position of the two senior 
Officers of the batch being determined by age. 

(6) The position of Officers of the rank of Captain entered prior 
to 1907, who joined Greenwich together and underwent the same 
examinations, to be determined by the result of the Greenwich 
and “‘ Excellent ’’ courses; otherwise as in (a) above.

OFFICERS RETIRED ON ACCOUNT OF DISABILITIES 
—ADDITIONAL RETIRED PAY, ETC. 

WHEREAS by Section 2, Subsection (1) (a) of the Ministry of 


Pensions Act, 1916, it was enacted, inter alia, that the powers 
and duties of the Admiralty with respect to pensions and grants 
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to persons who have served as Officers, other than service 
pensions, so far as such pensions and grants are payable out of 
moneys provided by Parliament, and not provided exclusively 
for the purpose of Greenwich Hospital, should be transferred 
to the Minister of Pensions : 


And whereas by Section 1, Subsections (1) and (4) of the 
War Pensions Act, 1920, it is enacted that the powers and duties 
transferred from the Admiralty to the Minister of Pensions by 
the Ministry of Pensions Act, 1916, shall, except in so far as 
those powers and duties relate to pensions or grants to which the 
War Pensions Acts, as amended by the War Pensions Act, 1920, 
apply, or to pensions or grants awarded in respect of wounds, 
disability or other mattcrs suffered, incurred, or happening in anv 
war which occurred before the fourth day of August, 1914, be 
re-transferred to the Admiralty as from the thirtieth day after 
the date fixed under the Termination of the Present War 
(Definition) Act, 1918, as the date of the termination of that 
war: 


And whereas in pursuance of the said Act, Your Majesty 
was graciously pleased by Your Order in Council, dated the 
10th day of August, 1921, to order that the thirty-first dav of 
August, 1921, should be treated as the date of the termination 
of that war—that is to say the day at midnight on which the 
war should end : 


And whereas the powers and duties transferred to the 
Minister of Pensions by the Ministry of Pensions Act, 1916, 
have accordingly been re-transferred to the Admiralty as from 
the first day of October, 1921: 


And whereas we are of opinion that suitable provision 
according to the degree of their disablement in addition to their 
retired pay for service, if any, should be made for Officers of the 
Royal Navy, Royal Marines and Naval Reserve Forces not being 
Officers on the Retired or Emergency Lists of the Royal Navy 
or Royal Marines or Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve, who 
are invalided out of the Service on or after the first day of 
October, 1921, on account of sickness or injury certified as 
attributable to the conditions of service, but not proved to be 
attributable to or aggravated by service during the period of the 
war aforesaid, as well as in certain circumstances for Officers 
who may sustain injuries on duty on or after that date which do 
not necessitate their retirement : 


And whereas we are further of opinion that the provision 
thus made should supersede the regulations regarding wounds and 
injury pensions, increases to retiring allowances, and gratuities 
laid down in Chapter LIT of the King’s Regulations and Admiralty 
Instructions and other similar regulations, and that such pensions, 
increases to retiring allowances, and gratuities should accordingly 
not be paid in respect of wounds received in action, injuries 
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sustained on duty, or sickness contracted in the Service, 
subsequently to the thirtieth day of September 1921 : 

And whereas it is desirable to make special provision in regard 
to Officers of the Royal Navy and Royal Marines who are disabled 
while seconded to the Royal Air Force : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to empower us, 
at our discretion and with effect from the first day of October 
1921, to award to all such Officers additional retired pay or 
disability retired pay on the scales and under the regulations 
contained in the Schedules annexed hereto, in lieu of the 
Regulations before referred to. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals.

SCHEDULE II. 


REGULATIONS RELATING TO OFFICERS OF THE RESERVES OTHER THAN THE 
Royat Navan RESERVE AND TO TEMPORARY OFFICERS OF THE ROYAL 
Navy AND Royat MARINES WHO ARE RETIRED ON ACCOUNT OF 
DISABILITIES ATrTRIBUTABLE TO THE CONDITIONS OF SERVICE. 


1. Such Officers if invalided from the Service on account of sickness 
or injury certified by the competent medical authority as attributable 
to the conditions of service may be granted disability retired pay accord- 
ing to their rank upon the following scales on page 67. 


2. Except as provided below the provisions of this Schedule shall apply 
to :-— 

(a) Officers of the R.N.V.R., whether holding permanent or 
temporary commissions, warrants, or Sppomemonts, or whether on 
the active or retired lists. 

(b) Officers of the Special Reserve of Engineer Officers. 

(c) Officers granted temporary commissions, appointments, or 
warrants, in the Royal Navy or Royal Marines. 

(d) Officers of the Special Reserve of Officers of the Royal 
Marines who neither are in receipt of service retired pay nor have 
received a gratuity (other than a war gratuity) in respect of previous 
service. 

(e) Officers in the Medical and Dental Branches serving under 
special short-service engagements. 

(f) Chaplains of all denominations holding temporary com- 
missions. 


The provisions of this Schedule shall not apply to :— 


(g) Officers serving under special contracts and not in receipt of 
Naval rates of pay.

(t) Officers of the Medical, Dental and Instructor Branches, or 
Chaplains who are eligible to withdraw or have withdrawn with 
gratuities after short periods of service, including temporary 
Instructor Officers who are eligible for transfer to the permanent 
list.

3. An Officer in the Medical or Dental Branch serving under a special 
short service engagement who is eligible for a gratuity on discharge under 
the terms of his engagement shal] not be entitled to receive such gratuity 
concurrently with disahility retired pay under these regulations. On the 
cessation of the disability, a gratuity equal in amount to that which might 
have been paid under the terms of his short service engagement may be 
granted to such an Officer at the discretion of the Admiralty. 


SCHEDULE IIT. 


MISCELLANEOUS REGULATIONS. 


1. Additional retired pay or disahility retired pay under these regula- 
tions shall only be awarded in respect of the degree of disablement which 
is certified by the competent medical authority as attributable to the 
conditions of service. 


2. Additional retired pay or disability retired pay under these regula- 
tions shall not be granted to any Officer whose percentage degree of 
disablement on retirement is certified by the competent medical authority 
to amount to less than 20 per cent., notwithstanding that he may have 
been retired on account of sickness or injury attributable to the conditions 
of service, but any such Officer shall be entitled to receive the retiring 
allowance, by way of annual retired pay or gratuity, if any, to which he 
would have been entitled if invalided for a cause not attributable to the 
conditions of service. 

8. An Officer, who is ineligible for retired pay in respect of service, 
but to whom disabilitv retired pay under these regulations is awarded, 
shall not be entitled to receive in addition any retiring allowance by way 
of gratuity which might have been awarded to him under any other 
regulations, and if any such allowance has already been paid to any such 
Officer before the admission of his claim to disability retired pay under 
these regulations, he shall be required to refund it as a condition to the 
grant of disability retired pay under these regulations. 


4. The assessment of additional retired pay or disability retired pay 
under these regulations may be increased or reduced or cancelled, when 
it is shown to the satisfaction of the Admiralty that the disability in 
respect of which it was granted has increased or decreased or ceased to 
exist. In all cases, the disability will he regarded as having ceased to 
exist when it falls below 20 per cent. 


5. When an Officer has heen in receipt of additional retired pay or 
disability retired pay under these regulations for a period of five years, 
a final assessment of the disahilitv may be made for the purpose of deter- 
mining @ permanent rate of additional retired pay or disability retired 
pay, unless this has already been done. provided that, in assessing the 
degree of disability on which the permanent additional retired pav or 
disshility retired pay is to he based, regard shall be had to the probable 
degree of disability over a period of years. 


8. No compensation in respect of disahility shall be payable under 
these regulations to any Officer, except in respect of sickness, wounds or 
injury on account of which he is invalided, provided that any Officer 
(other than an Officer retired on the half pav applicable to his rank or 
an Officer to whom the provisions of rule 7 apply) may on retirement or 
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discharge, but not later, be granted compensation in respect of a wound 
or injury due to the service which: is recorded on any Hurt Certificate 
or of which there is other satisfactory evidence and for which he has not 
already received an award of compensation. The amount of compensa- 
tion in respect of such injuries shall be at the discretion of the Admiralty, 
but in determining it, regard shall be had to the scale appropriate if the 
Officer had been invalided therefor, to the degree of disablement persisting 
at the date of retirement or discharge and the cause of retirement. or 
discharge. 

7. An Officer who elects to retire voluntarily will be assumed to have 
waived on behalf of himself and his dependents all claims to retired pay, 
gratuity or other grant under these regulations in respect of either dis- 
ability or subsequent death, except as may be otherwise provided in 
regard to widows’ pensions on the ordinary scale, and will not be eligible 
for any such retired pay, gratuity or other grant. 

8. No compensation in respect of disability shall be payable under 
these regulations to any Officer who is already in receipt of a wound or 
injury pension in respect of a wound or injury sustained before the first 
day of October, 1921, but, should such an Officer be subsequently retired | 
or discharged in circumstances rendering him eligible for an award under 
these regulations in respect of another disability, he may, at the discretion 
of the Admiralty and if such course be to his advantage, be permitted on 
retirement or discharge from the service to surrender the wound or injury 
pension and to receive the additional retired pay or disability retired pay 
appropriate to the total degree of his disablement under these regulations, 
provided that the additional retired pay or disability retired pay shall in 
no case be subsequently reduced under Rule 4 of this Schedule below 
the amount of the wounds pension. | 

9. If the wound, injury or sickness for which an Officer is invalided, 
be due wholly or in part to his own negligence or misconduct or to any 
cause within his control, any grant which might otherwise have been made 
to him under these regulations may be reduced or withheld at the discretion 
of the Admiralty. 

10. Should an Officer, retired or discharged as medically unfit for 
further service, be suffering from two separate and distinct disabilities 
and be eligible in respect of one of them, for a grant under the regulations 
of the Ministry of Pensions and in respect of the other for a grant under 
these regulations, only one grant will be made in respect of both. This 
grant will be assessed partly under the regulations of the Ministry of 
Pensions and partly under these regulations according to the proportion 
which the percentage of each disability respectively bears to the sum of 
the two percentages added together, the assessment under these regula- 
tions being so regulated, however, as to ensure that the total grant made 
shall be neither more than the Officer would receive if the two disabilities 
were dealt with as one combined disabilty under the regulations of the 
Ministry of Pensions nor less than he would receive if they were so dealt 
with under the regulations here set forth. 

11. If an Officer be injured in circumstances which entitle him to 
compensation from or on behalf of a third party for the act, omission or 
circumstances which caused the injury, any compensation received by 
him may be taken into consideration in determining the amount of any 
additional retired pay or disability retired pay which may be awarded 
under these regulations, and similarly, if such compensation is received 
after the award of additional retired pay or disability retired pay under 
these regulations, it may be taken into consideration and the award under 
these regulations may be amended or cancelled accordingly. 

12. ‘‘“Rank’”’ for the purpose of these regulations means the last 
substantive rank held by an Officer before retirement or discharge from 
the active list. OO 
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13. Where the amount of any grant payable under these regulations 
is dependent upon length of service, the term ‘“ service’ means service 
as reckoned for the purpose of calculating service retired pay, except as 
otherwise provided in these regulations. 


14. The scales of additional retired pay and disability retired pay 
set forth in the two preceding Schedules will be subject to reduction at 
the discretion of the Admiralty on or after the Ist July, 1924, or earlier 
in the event of the cost of living falling considerably below that prevailing 
at the date from which the new scales take effect. Such reduction, if 
made, will apply to all grants of additional retired pay or disability retired 
pay which are being drawn at the date of reduction, as well as to future 
grants. 


15. If an Officer of the Royal Navy or Royal Marines, who has been 
seconded for service with the Royal Air Force and while serving therein 
has been paid at Royal Air Force rates of pay, is disabled by an accident 
while flving on duty or from causes directly attributable to the conditions 
of service in the Royal Air Force, he shall be dealt with as under the 
Royal Air Force regulations appropriate to his rank in that Force or 
under Naval Regulations appropriate to his rank in the Roval Navy or 
Royal Marines, whichever would be more to his advantage, subject to the

DOCKYARD PORT OF PORTSMOUTH. 


WHEREAS by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations 
in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes 
in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other pur- 
poses as from time to time seem necessary with a view to the 
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proper protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, or property, 
or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in 
relation to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for His Majesty 
in Council, from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or used, 
and the steps for avoiding collision to be taken by His Majesty’s 
vessels, and other vessels, navigating the waters of the Port and 
of the approaches thereto : 


And whereas in pursuance of the said Act certain Regulations 
and Rules were made by Orders in Council dated the 16th day of 
December 1912, the 9th day of February 1914, the 4th day of 
September 1918, the 21st day of December 1920, and the 13th 
day of October 1922, with reference to the Dockyard Port of 
Portsmouth : 


And whereas it appears expedient to amend such Rules as 
hereinafter provided : 


And whereas the provisions of Section 1 of the Rules Publica- 
tion Act, 1893, have been complied with : 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, by 
and with the advice of His Privy Council, is pleased to order, 
and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


1. This Order shall take effect from one calendar month from 
the date hereof. 


2. Clauses 17 and 20 of the Second Schedule to the said Order 
in Council dated the 16th day of December 1912, as amended by 
the said Order in Council dated the 13th day of October, 1922, 
are hereby. repealed. 


3. The following Rules shall have effect in relation to the 
Dockyard Port of Portsmouth, and shall be read and construed 
as though inserted in the Second Schedule of the said Order in 
Council dated the 16th day of December, 1912, in the position 
indicated by the numbers prefixed thereto :— 


17. When one of His Majesty’s vessels or other vessel 
being either in charge of His Majesty’s Officers or over 2,500 
tons gross register intends to pass in or out of the Harbour 
she shall hoist the Red Ensign over “M”’ flag (Inter- 
national Code—alphabetical) by day, or a red light by night 
at the foremast head, and all other of His Majesty’s vessels 
present in the port shall hoist the Pilot Jack by day, or show 
position lights (two white lights vertical 8 feet apart, hoisted 
at the peak, or if no gaff, hoisted abreast of the maintop 
in the middle line of the ship or on the Ensign Staff) by 
night, as a general warning. The Pilot Jack shall be hoisted 
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by day, or position lights by night at the sub-signal station, 
King’s Stairs, at Fort Blockhouse, and at ‘‘ Vernon ”’ Shore 
Establishment, and position lights shall also be shown at 
the Horse Fort by night, for the same purpose, and all other 
vessels under way in the harbour shall keep out of the way 
of the said vessel flying the Red Ensign over “M”’ flag 
by day, or showing the red light by night, at the foremast 
head; provided always that the said vessel shall be nav)- 
gated with due care and at a moderate speed. 

20. When it is specially necessary to keep the harbour 
channel clear owing to a very large vessel or royal yacht 
entering or leaving harbour, a red oblong flag with a white 
diagonal bar from the outer upper corner will be hoisted by 
day, or three green lights vertical by night, at the sub-signal 
station, King’s Stairs, Fort Blockhouse, ‘‘ Vernon ”’ Shore 
Establishment, and Horse Fort, and while this flag is flying 
or those green lights are being shown, no vessel is to enter 
the harbour from either end.

NAVAL SAVINGS BANKS ON BOARD H.M. SHIPS— 
e REGULATIONS. 


WHEREAS by Section 5 of the Naval Savings Banks Act, 1866, 
it is enacted that it shall be lawful for Your Majesty in Council 
from time to time to make, by Order in Council, such Regulations 
as, to Your Majesty in Council, seem meet for the management 
of Naval Savings Banks, and that such Regulations shall be 
binding on all parties interested in the matters to which they 
relate, as if they were enacted in that Act : 


And whereas it has become necessary to reprint the Regula- 
tions sanctioned by the Order in Council of His late Majesty King 
Edward the Seventh, bearing date the 22nd October 1906 : 


And whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable to revise 
in certain minor details the administration of the Naval Savings 
Banks to conform with procedure adopted since the issue of the 
existing Regulations : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that in pursuance of the 
Act aforesaid Your Majesty may be graciously pleased, by Your 
Order in Council, to direct that the Regulations established under 
the Order in Council of His late Majesty King Edward the 
Seventh, dated 22nd October 1906, may be cancelled, and that 
the Regulations, copies of which are appended hereto, may be 
substituted for the same. 


CHAPTER I. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE ConpucT oF NavaL Savines Banks 
ON BOARD H.M. SuHips. 
General Supervision. 
1. The general supervision of the Bank will be vested in the 
Commanding Officer. 
Manager of Bank. 
2. The Accountant Officer will be regarded as the Manager 
of the Bank. 
When Bank to be Opened. 
3. The Bank is to be open for the receipt and withdrawal of 
deposits on the days when monthly advances are paid, and, in any 


month in which advances are not required, the Commanding 
Officer shall appoint a day when the Bank shall be open. 
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Witness to Transactions. 


4. The Commanding Officer shall appoint a Commissioned 
Officer not belonging to the Accountant Staff to attend personally 
and to witness the receipts and payments. 


Deposits. 


5. No sum less than one shilling is to be received, nor any 
fractional part of a shilling. 


Pass Book. 


6. Each Depositor on making his first deposit shall be 
furnished by the Accountant Officer for retention in the De- 
positor’s own custody, with a Pass Book, in which shall be 
entered at the time of receipt or payment the several sums 
deposited or withdrawn, such entries to be verified by the initials | 
of the Accountant Officer, and the Officer appointed to witness 
the transactions under Section 4: the Pass Book shall bear on 
the outside of the cover the official or register number of the 
Depositor. 

On closing’ his account each Depositor shall surrender his Pass 
Book, which shall be forwarded to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy with the Withdrawal list on which the closing transaction 
appears. 

7. Should a Depositor lose his Pass Book the Commanding 
Officer may direct that he be supplied with a fresh Book, on which 
the word “‘ Duplicate ”’ is to be written. 


Deposit Lnst. 

8. At the time of the receipt of the amounts deposited, the 
Accountant Officer shall prepare a list of the same on Form S. 475, 
to which is to be appended a certificate to be signed by him, that 
the sums deposited have been credited in the Ledger Accounts 
and Pass Books, and the total amount received debited in his 
Cash Account. A certificate to be signed by the witnessing Officer 
appointed under Section 4 shall also be appended to the effect 
that the amounts shown on the list were deposited in his presence. 
The list is then to be forwarded to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy. 

Withdrawals. 


9, A Depositor wishing to withdraw the whole or any portion 
of his deposits shall give to the Accountant Officer seven days’ 
notice prior to the next day for opening the Bank in order that 
the necessary arrangements may be made. 

10. Payment may, however, be made forthwith if the 
Commanding Officer is satisfied of the urgency of the case, and 
that the immediate withdrawal of the deposit would be for the 
advantage of the Depositor. 
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11. A Depositor withdrawing any sum cannot be permitted to 
re-invest it, or any part of it, the same day. 

12. Interest is only payable when the total amount deposited 
is withdrawn, except as provided in Article 28 and Article 44, 
Section (A). 

13. No fractional part of a shilling may be withdrawn except 
when the Depositor’s account is closed and the interest is paid ; 
nor, in the latter case, is any fractional part of a penny to be paid. 


Withdrawal List. 


14, At the time of the payment of the amounts withdrawn the 
Accountant Officer shall prepare a list of the same on Form S. 477 
to which is to be appended a certificate, to be signed by him, that 
the sums withdrawn have been debited in the Ledger Accounts 
and Pass Books, and the total amount credited in his Cash 
Account. A certificate, to be signed by the witnessing Officer 
appointed under Section 4, shall also be appended to the effect 
that the several sums withdrawn have been paid in his presence. 
The list is then to be forwarded to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy. 

Depositors Transferred. 


15. When a Depositor is transferred from one ship to another, 
or if a Marine, from a ship to his Division, his account shall be 
closed on board the ship he leaves, and unless he requires to with- 
draw his deposits, as provided by Section 10 of these Regulations, 
it shall be re-opened on board the ship or at the Division he joins 
by a Transfer List showing the balance and interest due to him. 

16. The Transfer List shall be made out on Form 8. 479 and 
signed by the Accountant Officer and two copies made thereof. 
The original Transfer List, with the Depositor’s Ledger Account, 
shall be sent to the Accountant-General of the Navy, the duplicate 
list shall be sent to the ship or Division to which he may be 
transferred, and the triplicate list shall be retained on board the 
ship issuing the Transfer List. 


Depositors Discharged or Promoted. 


17. Ona Depositor being discharged the Service, or ceasing by 
promotion to be eligible to continue a Depositor, no further 
interest shall accrue on his deposits, but his account shall be 
closed, and he may either receive his money from the Accountant 
Officer, or have the same transferred for investment in a Post 
Office Savings Bank, or assigned for payment at the Admiralty 
Office. 

Depositors sent to Hospital. 


18. On a Depositor being sent to Hospital a Transfer List on 
Form S. 479 as provided for in Section 16 shall be sent with him, 
to be forwarded with his Pay Documents (should he be invalided) 
to the Accountant-General of the Navy, or to the ship the 
Depositor may join on his arrival home; the original of such list is 
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to be sent in the usual manner to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy, but the Depositor’s Ledger Account need not be sent until 
it is known that the Depositor will not return to the ship, when 
it is to be forwarded with a notation thereon showing the man’s 
disposal. 

19. The transaction is to be shown as an ordinary transfer 
issued in column 5 of the Abstract Account (Form S. 483); and 
should a Depositor whose account is so transferred rejoin his 
ship, the Transfer List is to be returned with him, and the amount 
of Principal thereon is to be entered on the date of rejoining as 
a transfer received in column 3 of the Abstract Account. 


Depositors Dying. 

20. On the death of a Depositor no further interest shall 
accrue on his deposits, but his account shall be closed and 
transferred, with his Pass Book, to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy, for settlement with his representatives. The amount is not 
to appear in the Accountant Officer’s Cash Account, nor be 
inserted in Form S. 46 ‘‘ Accounts of Dead and Run Men.” 


Transfers to Shore Banks. 


21. A Depositor, while continuing in the Service, may have 
his account transferred to a Shore Bank, i%.e., a Dockyard or 
Divisional Bank, for the purpose of investment. In such case 
the procedure shown under Section 16 shall be followed, the 
original Transfer List with the Depositor’s Ledger Account being 
sent to the Accountant-General of the Navy, the duplicate list to 
the Shore Bank, and the triplicate list retained on board. 


Interest. 


22. Interest at the rate of £2 10s. per cent. per annum shall be 
allowed to Depositors on every complete pound deposited, such 
interest to commence on the first day of the month when the 
deposit is made during the first ten days of a month, and on the 
first of the following month on a deposit made during the remain- 
ing portion of a month; when the whole or any portion of the 
amount deposited is repaid, interest on the sum withdrawn is to 
close with the last day of the month preceding that in which the 
payment is made. On the 31st March in each year the interest 
due to each Depositor shall be computed, and so much of it as 
consists of entire pounds and shillings shall be added to the 
Principal of each account; any fractional part of a shilling shall 
remain as interest to be added to that subsequently accruing. 
The amounts carried over to Principal shall be entered in the 
Pass Books of the respective Depositors, duly initialled by the 
Accountant Officer and verified by the initials of the witnessing 
Officer appointed under Section 4. 

The total amount of interest added to Principal shall be 
credited in the Cash Account for the month of March as a payment 
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on account of interest, and debited in the same account as a receipt 
on account of deposits; and inserted in columns 2 and 7 of the 
Abstract Account (see Article 24). 


Note.—Interest on one account in H.M.S. “ Egmont ”’ shall, 
under prior regulations, be calculated at the rate of £3 15s. per 
cent. per annum, but such interest is not to be added annually to 
Principal, and shall only be paid to the Depositor when the whole 
balance is withdrawn. 

Bank Ledger. 


23. A Ledger (Forms S. 481 or S. 4814) shall be kept by the 
Accountant Officer, and secured under lock and key, in which 
are to be entered the several sums debited or credited to the 
account of each Depositor. The signature of the Depositor should 
be inserted at the head of each account. 


Abstract Account. 


24, The Accountant Officer shall keep an Abstract Account on 
Form S. 483 of the deposits, withdrawals, and transfers, and 
regularly post therein, in order of date, the totals of the respective 
lists, and also the interest paid to Depositors. An extract from 
such Abstract Account shall be prepared monthly on Form 8. 484, 
showing the transactions and the particulars of transfers received 
from other Banks during the period, and forwarded to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy: if no transactions take place 
during any such period a “ Nil” return is to be forwarded. 


Entries in Pass Books and Ledger Accounts. 


25. All amounts received (whether by transfer or in cash), 
during the first ten days of a month, shall be entered to the credit 
of the Depositor in his Pass Book on the day when received, but 
under date in the Ledger Account, for Interest purposes, of the 
first day of that month, and all amounts received from the 
eleventh to the last day of the month (both inclusive) are to be 
entered in the Pass Book on the day when received, but under 
date in the Ledger, for Interest purposes, of the first day of the 
succeeding month. 


26. In like manner all amounts withdrawn during a month 
shall be entered in the Pass Book, to the debit of a Depositor 
on the day when withdrawn, but under date in the Ledger, for 
Interest purposes, from the first day of that month. 


Transfers from Shore Banks. 


27. Interest on an account transferred for investment from 
a Shore Bank to a Ship’s Bank shall be extended from the date 
to which the interest was calculated on the Transfer List, at the 
rate of £2 10s. per cent. per annum, to the date when interest 
commences in the Ship’s Bank. 
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28. Where an amount to the credit of a Depositor in a Shore 
Bank is transferred to a ship for payment, the same shall be 
brought to account in column 3 of the Abstract Account as a 
transfer received, and in column 4 as a withdrawal. When the 
whole account is transferred the interest paid shall be shown in 
column 7; such amounts are not to be passed through the Savings 
Bank Ledger; the payment is to be shown on a Withdrawal 
List, and the Transfer List received from the Shore Bank shall 
be attached thereto as a voucher. 

Interest on an amount transferred for pe ent shall also be 
extended, at the rate of £2 10s. per cent. per annum, from the 
date to which interest was calculated on the Transfer List to 
the last day of the month preceding that in which the payment 
is made. 

Annual Schedule of Balances and Interest. 


29. A Schedule on Form S. 480 shall be prepared from the 
Ledger, of the Balances and interest due to each Depositor on 
the 3lst March in each year and also the amounts of interest 
added to Principal on that date. The Schedule shall be prepared 
by the Accountant Officer and shall be signed by him and also by 
a Commissioned Officer (to be appointed by the Commanding 
Officer) who shall compare the amounts entered thereon with the 
amounts standing to each Depositor’s credit in the Savings Bank 
Ledger, and append a certificate that such comparison has been 
made. The Schedule shall be forwarded as soon as practicable 
afterwards to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 


Supersession of Accountant Officer. 


30. Whenever an Accountant Officer is superseded, he shall 
transmit to the Accountant-General of the Navy an Abstract 
Account on Form 8. 483 for the whole period of his charge, in the 
same form as rendered when a ship is paid off. The balance of 
such account shall be verified by comparison with a Schedule, to 
be prepared on Form S. 480 from the Savings Bank Ledger, of 
the amounts due to the Depositors. 

31. The preparation of this Schedule shall be Minennvended 
by a Commissioned Officer, to be appointed by the Commanding 
Officer; such Officer shall also require the production of the 
Depositors’ Pass Books, and compare in each case the balance 
shown as due with the amount standing to the Depositor’s credit 
‘in his Pass Book, and in the Savings Bank Ledger, previously to 
signing the certificate at the foot of the Schedule, which is also 
to be forwarded to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 


Pay Off. 
32. When a ship is paid off, all Depositors may have their 
Principal and Interest, or any part of the same :— 


(1) Paid in cash by the Accountant Officer in the 
presence of the Commanding Officer or his Deputy, at 
the time the Crew are paid their wages. 
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(2) Remitted for payment at their own homes on 
Form 8.66. 


(3) Transferred to a Receiving Ship or Naval Barracks 
or a Dockyard Bank (in the case of Seamen) or a Marine 
Bank (in the case of Marines) for payment. 


(4) Transferred to a Dockyard Bank (in the case of 
Continuous Service Seamen) or a Marine Bank (in the 
case of Marines) for the purpose of continuing the 
investment. 


(5) Assigned for payment at the Admiralty Office. 


(6) Transferred to the Accountant-General of the Navy 
for investment in a Post Office Savings Bank, on the 
distinct understanding, however, that it is not with a view 
to Depositors shortly withdrawing the amounts so trans- 
ferred. 


33. The amounts remitted on Form S.66 are first to be treated 
as withdrawals from the Bank, and entered in the Withdrawal 
List, the Accountant Officer crediting himself with the amounts. 


34. In the case of a ship paid off abroad, the account of any 
Depositor whose time is not expired, or who volunteers for the 
new commission, or for any other ship on the station, shall, 
subject to his general liberty of withdrawal and liberty of 
investment under the above provisions, be transferred to the 
ship he joins. | 

35. When a ship is ordered to be paid off, a notice (Form 
8.485) shall be posted in some conspicuous place on_ board, 
calling the attention of Depositors to the several alternatives 
open to them. 


36. After ascertaining the wishes of the Depositors the 
Accountant Officer shall close the Ledger Accounts, make out 
the requisite Transfer Lists, prepare the final Withdrawal List 
and after insertion of the several transactions in the Abstract 
Account, balance the same, taking care that the total of Principal 
in the final Withdrawal List agrees with the aggregate balance 
of the same appearing due in the Abstract Account. 


37. The sums then due to Depositors, as scheduled in the 
final Withdrawal List for payment in cash, shall be paid in the 
presence of the Commanding Officer or his Deputy at the time 
the Ship’s Company are paid their wages. | 


38. Should a Depositor fail to present himself to receive the 
amount due to him at the pay off, a Transfer List assigning 
the amount due for payment by the Accountant-General of the 
Navy shall be made out on Form 8.479 and transmitted with 
the final Withdrawal List. 


39. The final Withdrawal List, the Abstract Account, and the 
Ledger, with all other Savings Bank documents on board, shall 
then be sent to the Accountant-General of the Navv. 
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Transfers to Post Office Savings Bank. 


40. As regards transfers to the Post Office Savings Bank 
(which are to be effected for the purpose only of continuing the 
investment of Depositors’ money), the Accountant Officer shall 
send to the Accountant-General of the Navy a list on Form 
S.487 of the amounts to be so invested, accompanied by a 
declaration from each Depositor in the Form prescribed by the 
Postmaster-General (S.486). 


Ledger Accounts. 


41. All Depositors’ accounts closed, either by withdrawal or 
transfer, shall be removed from the Ledger and sent to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy with the Withdrawal or 
Transfer Lists in which the balances withdrawn or transferred 
respectively appear; these directions do not apply to the final 
Withdrawal List, which is to be accompanied by the Ledger 
itself. 

Deserters’ Accounts. 


42. Interest on the balance of deposits due to a Deserter 
shall cease on the last day of the month preceding that in which 
the desertion occurs. 

In the event of a Deserter being subsequently recovered, 
interest on the balance of deposits due on his account shall 
recommence on the first day of the month following the date 
of recovery. 

All unpaid accounts of Deserters shall be transferred at the 
close of the Commission to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 


T'ransfers to Admiralty. 


43. When a Depositor’s Account is assigned for payment at 
the Admiralty, the Transfer List shall be prepared in duplicate 
only, the original list being sent direct to the Accountant- 
General of the Navy and the ship’s copy being retained on 
board. 


Home Station Ships having no Bank. 


44, In Home Station Ships having no Bank on board (to 
which the foregoing Regulatidns do not apply) the following 
Rules shall be observed :— 


(a) When Depositors’ accounts are received for payment 
the Accountant Officer shall at the time of payment 
prepare a Withdrawal List (Form 8.482), to which shall 
be appended a Certificate to be signed by him, that the 
amounts have been duly paid. The payments shall be 
witnessed by a Commissioned Officer not belonging to 
the Accountant Staff, who shall initial the entries of the 
transactions in the Depositors’ Pass Books. The signatures 
of the Depositors shall be obtained on the Withdrawal 
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List as receipts for the amounts entered against their 
names. 

(6) In any case where a Depositor’s Pass Book cannot 
be produced, payment shall not be made without authority 
from the Accountant-General of the Navy, to whom 
information of the circumstances shall be reported. 

(c) The Withdrawal List is to be sent, with the Transfer 
Lists attached thereto, and the Depositors’ Pass Books, 
to the Accountant-General of the Navy. 

(d) Should any Depositor whose account may be so 
transferred not apply for his money within two months 
after the receipt on board of the Transfer List, such list 
shall be forwarded to the Accountant-General of the Navy 
with a notation of the circumstances thereon. 

(ec) In any case where it is known on board that a 
Depositor for whom a Transfer List has been received has 
proceeded to another ship, such Transfer List, or where 
several names are included in the same list, an extract 
from such list, shall be forwarded to the ship which the 
man has joined. 

(f) In any case where a Depositor applies for payment 
of his account and a Transfer List for the same has not 
been received, information of the circumstances shall be 
reported to the Accountant-General of the Navy, who 
will issue an authority for payment, if practicable. 

(7) In the event of the Admiralty portion or Ship's 
(Triplicate) copy of a Transfer List being received on 
board payment shall not be made, but the list in question 
shall be forwarded to the Accountant-General of the Navy 
with a report as to the circumstances of its receipt. 

(h) Interest on an account transferred for payment 1s, 
where necessary, to be extended from the date to which 
the Interest was calculated on the Transfer List to the 
last day of the month preceding the date of payment. 


Cash Voucher. 


45. A voucher (Form 8.476), in which the amounts received 
and paid during a month shall be respectively shown, shall 
accompany the Accountant Officer’s Cash Account. 


Transactions not to appear in Pay Documents or Ship’s Books. 


46. No transaction arising out of the business of Naval 
Savings Banks shall be shown in any way in the Depositors’ 
Pay Documents or the Ship’s Books, but the records of the same 
shall be kept perfectly distinct and disconnected from all other 
accounts, excepting only the Accountant Officer's Cash Accounts, 
in which shall be debited and credited respectively the amounts 
deposited and withdrawn on board ship. 


o 3816 Kk 
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Mutual Benefit Societies. 

47. 'The Funds of Mutual Benefit Societies formed on board 
H.M. Ships may be invested in the Naval Savings Banks subject 
to the following rules :— 

(1) The Admiralty will in no way be responsible in 
regard to the management of the affairs of the Society, 
its stabilitv, or the distribution of its Funds. 

(2) Deposits will be received from a Society composed 
only of Petty Officers and men of the Royal Navy, and 
Non-commissioned Officers and men of the Royal Marines. 

(3) Such Society must be approved of by the Com- 
manding Officer of the Ship, and have a duly elected 
Secretary or other responsible Officers and Committee, 
a list of whom shall be deposited in the hands of the 
Accountant Officer. 

(4) The Bank business connected with the Society will 
be transacted with the Secretary or other Officer direct, 
who with the Committee will be answerable to the Members 
of the Society for the due administration of the Funds. 

(5) An Account shall be opened in the Naval Savings 
Bank Ledger on board bearing the title of the Society, 
viz. :—‘‘ Mutual Benefit Society of H.MS. me 
in which shall be posted all receipts and payments in 
connection with the Society. 

(6) No amount less than one pound sterling nor any 
fractional part of a pound sterling shall be received into, 
or withdrawn from, the Bank on account of the Society. 

(7) This Trust Fund Account shall be kept entirely 
distinct from any personal Account of the Officer in whose 
name the deposits are made on behalf of the Society. 

(8) Withdrawals shall be made on written requisitions 
signed by two Members of the Committee ; such requisitions 
shall contain a form of receipt for the amount withdrawn. 

(9) The receipts for the amounts withdrawn shall be 
signed by the Secretary or other representative Officer. 

(10) Deposits and Withdrawals are to be entered by 
‘the Accountant Officer in the ordinary Deposit and With- 
drawal Lists (Forms 8.475 and 8.477) amongst those of 
other Depositors, the title of the Society being inserted in 
the space provided for the Depositor’s name. 

(11) The authorities mentioned in Clause 8, under which 
payments are made to the Secretary or other representa- 
tive Officer, are to be appended to the Withdrawal Lists as- 
Vouchers. 


Correspondence. 
48. All communications of a routine nature relative to Naval 


Savings Bank business will be conducted directly between the 
Accountant-General of the Navy and the Accountant Officer. 
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CHAPTER II. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE Conpvict oF NAVAL SAVINGS BANKS 
In H.M. DocKYARDs. 


Article 404, Instructions as to Cash Duties. 


1. Naval Savings Banks are established in His Majesty's 
Dockyards at Chatham, Portsmouth. and Devonport, for the 
receipt of deposits from seamen of the Royal Navy in pursuance 
of “ The Naval- Savings Banks Act, 1866,” and Order in Council 
of the 2nd March 1881. 

The Cashier is regarded as the Manager of the Bank and its 
general supervision is to be vested in the Superintendent. 


2. The bank is to be open for the receipt and withdrawal of 
deposits every day between the hours of 10 a.m. and 3 p.m., 
except on Saturdays, when it will close at noon. It will be closed 
on Sundays and public holidays, and on cays when the Yard is 
closed. 


3. No sum less than one shilling is to be received, nor any 
fractional part of a shilling. Subject to this the Cashier is to 
receive from any person, other than a Marine, entitled under the 
Act to be a Depositor in a Naval Savings Bank, any sum of money 
tendered or remitted for deposit. 


4. Every Depositor is to be furnished with an acknowledgment 
of his ‘having opened an account, and this should be produced 
whenever he appears personally at the bank, and previously to 
any withdrawals under Article 8. If the account is opened by 
cash personally tendered, the acknowledgment is to be handed to 
him by the Cashier; if by means of allotment or remittance, it is 
to be transmitted to him through the Commanding Officer of his 
ship. Deposits personally tendered and payments to the 
Depositors direct from the Bank are to be entered on the Form 
of acknowledgment, and such entries are to be verified by the 
initials of the Cashier. 


5. For each Depositor an account is to be opened in the Bank 
Ledgers, in which all deposits and withdrawals are to be entered 
at the time of receipt or payment, and verified by the initials 
of the Cashier. The signature of the Depositor should be inserted 
at the head of each account. 

The ledgers are to be kept under lock and key in the custody 
of the Cashier. 

Depositors may be allowed to inspect, and, should they request 
it, be furnished with statements of, their accounts. 

6. A seaman afloat may remit sums of not less than one pound 
through the Accountant Officer of his ship for deposit in a Yard 
Bank. He may also make an allotment of his pay for invest- 
ment in a Yard Bank. Where a deposit is made by allotment 
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the requisite authority will be issued by the Accountant-General 
of the Navy. 


The amounts allotted or remitted are to be regarded as transfer 
transactions only, to be taken credit for by the Cashier in his 
Cash Account as payments on account of allotments or remit- 
tances, and debited as receipts on account of Naval Savings 
Banks. 

The total amount credited in the Depositors’ Accounts cach 
month on account of allotments is to be brought to account m 
one sum in the Cash Account, and the amount reported to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy on the prescribed form. A 
detailed list of the deposits made by allotment is to be transmitted 
quarterly to the Accountant-General of the Navy, showing the 
allotment number and the monthly credits in the Depositor’s 
account in respect of each allotment. 


7. The Cashier is to forward to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy a list of amounts deposited each day in cash or by 
remittance, certifying that they have been credited in the 
Depositors’ accounts and debited in his Cash Account. 


Admiralty Orders in Council. 


8. A Depositor on applying at the bank within the prescribed 
hours, and producing the acknowledgment referred to in Article 4 
and other evidence of his identity if deemed necessary, may 
withdraw the whole or any part of his deposits. 


A Depositor may, while serving afloat, and absent from the 
port, withdraw the whole or any part of his money, on forwarding 
to the Cashier a request for the same through the Accountant 
Officer of the ship in which he is serving (see Article 9); or pay- 
ment of the whole or any portion of his money may be made to 
another person on the Depositor's order, forwarded through the 
Accountant Officer. In the latter case, the order for payment 
is to be prepared on board the Depositor’s ship in duplicate, 

one copy to be forwarded to the Cashier, and the other to the 
payee. 

In cases where telegraphic applications for withdrawal are 
received from Depositors serving in H.M. Ships abroad, authority 
for payment will be communicated on ordinary transfer list 
(Form D. 578), unless a cabled reply is explicitly requested. The 
cost of cabling will be charged to the Depositor’s account. 

If a Depositor who is on leave at a distance from the port 
wishes to be paid the whole or a portion of his money, the Cashier 
is to forward to him a form of request for his signature before a 
magistrate or other competent authority. On its return duly 


_ signed and attested, accompanied by the acknowledgment referred 


to in Article 4, the Cashier will remit the money. If, however, 
the Cashier should entertain any doubt of the applicant's title, 
he is to make such further inquiry and to obtain such ae 
evidence as he may deem requisite. : 


_ 
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A Depositor withdrawing anv sum cannot be permitted to 
re-invest it, or any part of it, the same day. 

Accruing interest is only payable when the total amount 
deposited is withdrawn, except as provided in Article 28 and 
Article 44, Section (4) (Ships’ Banks). : 

No fractional part of a shilling may be withdrawn, except 
when a Depositor’s account is closed and the interest is paid. 
In the latter case no fractional part of a penny is to be paid. 

At the close of each day upon which withdrawals take place. 
the Cashier is to total the withdrawal list, and to take credit for 
the total amount withdrawn in his Cash Account. The list is 
to be duly certified by himself, and forwarded to the Accountant- 
General of the Navy. The signatures on the list are to be 
attested by a witness. The authorities under which payments 
are made to Depositors or to other persons by their order are to 
be appended to the list as vouchers. 


9. A Depositor may have his money transferred to the ship 
to which he belongs for investment in the Ship’s Bank just as 
he may have the whole or a portion of his money transferred 
for pavment on board (see Article 8). In either case, the Cashier, 
on receipt of a request from the Depositor, forwarded through 
the Accountant Officer of his ship, is to issue in duplicate a 
transfer list for the amount, one copy to be sent to the Accountant 
Officer of the ship, and the other to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy. 

A similar course is to be pursued on the transfer of a 
Depositor’s account from one Dockyard Bank to another. 

The date to which interest is computed is to be entered in 
all cases. 

A continuous service seaman who is a Depositor in a ship 
may, on being paid off, have his account transferred to a Dockyard 
Bank. The Cashier is to forward to the Accountant-General of 
the Navy an abstract of such transfers at the end of every month. 


10. Interest at the rate of 2} per cent. per annum is to be 
allowed to Depositors on every complete pound deposited. 
Deposits made during the first ten days of each month are to 
bear interest from the first day of the month, and those made 
during the remainder of the month from the first day of the 
following month. When the whole or any portion of the amount 
deposited is repaid, or transferred under the preceding Article, 
interest on the sum withdrawn is to cease with the last day of 
the month preceding that in which the payment or transfer is 
made. 

As regards deposits by remittance, the date of the issue of the 
remittance list on board ship is to be taken as the date of the 
receipt of the deposits into the bank. 

Interest is to be computed to the 31st March in each year, and 
then so much of it as consists of entire pounds and shillings is 
to be added to the Principal of each account; any fractional

CHAPTER III. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE Conpuct OF NAVAL SAVINGS BANKS aT 
THE RoyaL MARINE DIVISIONS. 


Naval 1, Naval Savings Banks are established in each Royal Marine 
Savings Division at Chatham, Portsmouth, and Plymouth, for the receipt 
Banks. of deposits from Non-commissioned Officers and men of the 


Royal Marines, serving at Headquarters or borne on the books of 
any of H.M. Ships in pursuance of ‘“‘ The Naval Savings Banks 
Act, 1866,” and Order in Council of the 10th March, 1882. 
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The Divisional Paymaster is regarded as the Manager of the 
Bank, and its general supervision is to be vested in the Colonel 
Commandant. 


2. The Bank is to be open for the receipt and withdrawal of Hours of 
deposits every day between such hours as the Colonel Com- business. 
mandant shall appoint. The Bank will be closed on Sundays. 


3. No sum less than one shilling is to be received, nor any Minimum 
fractional part of a shilling.

Paymaster is to receive any sum of money tendered or remitted 
for deposit. 


4. Every Depositor is to be furnished with an acknowledgment Depositor’s 
of his having opened an account, and this should be produced certificate. 
whenever he appears personally at the Bank, and previous to 0'™ ¥- 388. 
any withdrawals under Article 8. 

If the account is opened by cash personally tendered, the 
acknowledgment is to be handed to him by the Divisional Pay- 
master; if by means of allotment or remittance, it is to be 
transmitted by the Divisional Paymaster to him through the 
Accountant Officer of his ship. Deposits personally tendered and 
payments to the Depositors direct from the Bank are to be 
entered on the Form of acknowledgment, and such entries are 
to be verified by the initials of the Divisional Paymaster. 


5. For each Depositor an account is to be opened in the Bank 
Bank Ledgers in which all deposits and withdrawals are to be ledgers. _ 
entered at the time of receipt or payment, and verified by the Form). 58+. 
initials of the Divisional Paymaster. The signature of the 
Depositor should be inserted at the head of each account. 


The Ledgers are to be kept under lock and key in the custody 
of the Divisional Paymaster. 


Depositors may be allowed to inspect, and, should they request 
it, be furnished with statements of their accounts. 


6. A Royal Marine afloat may remit sums of not less than one Allotments 
pound through the Accountant Officer of his ship for deposit in and 
a Divisional Bank. He may also make an allotment of his pay remittances. 
for investment in a Divisional Bank. 
The amounts allotted or remitted are to be regarded as 
transfer transactions only, to be taken credit for by the Divisional 
Paymaster in his Cash Account as payments on account of 
allotments or remittances, and debited as receipts on account of 
Naval Savings Banks. 


7, The Divisional Paymaster is to forward to the Accountant- List. of 
General of the Navy a list of amounts deposited each day in deposits. 
cash or by remittance, certifying that they have been credited Form R, 330. 
in the Depositors’ Accounts and debited in his Cash Account. 

The total amount credited in the Depositors’ accounts each List of 
month on account of allotments is to be brought to account in allotinents.

one sum in the Cash Account, and the amount reported to een aad 
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the Accountant-General of the Navy on the prescribed form. 
A detailed list of the deposits made by allotment is to be trans- 
mitted quarterly to the Accountant-General of the Navy showing 
the allotment number and the monthly credit in the Depositor’s 
account in yespect of each allotment. 


This list is to be divided into two sections, allotments recovered 
afloat being shown separately from those charged ashore, the 
latter having the pay ledger reference entered against each 
allotment. 


8. A Depositor on applying at the Bank within the prescribed 
hours, and producing the acknowledgment referred to in Article 4, 
and other evidence of his identity, if deemed necessary, may 
withdraw the whole or any part of his deposits. 


A Depositor may, while serving afloat and absent from the 
Division, withdraw the whole or any part of his money on for- 
warding to the Divisional Paymaster a request for the same 
through the Accountant Officer of the ship on which he is serving 
(see Article 9); or payment of the whole or any portion of his 
money may be made to another person on the Depositor’s order 
forwarded through the Accountant Officer. In the latter case, 
the order for payment is to he prepared on board the Depositor’s 
ship in duplicate, one copy to be forwarded to the Divisional 
Paymaster, and the other to the payee. 


In cases where telegraphic applications for withdrawal are 
received from Depositors serving in H.M. Ships abroad, authority 
for payment will be communicated on ordinary transfer list 
(Form R. 334), unless a cabled reply is explicitly requested. 
‘Bhe cost of cabling will be charged to the Depositor’s account. 


If a Depositor who is on leave at a distance from the Division 
wishes to be paid the whole or a portion of his money, the 
Divisional Paymaster is to forward to him a form of request for 
his signature before a magistrate, or other competent authority. 
On its return duly signed and attested. accompanied by the 
acknowledgment referred to in Article 4, the Divisional Pay- 
master will remit the money. If. however, the Paymaster should 
entertain any doubt of the applicant’s title, he is to make such 
further inquiry, and to obtain such further evidence as he may 
deem requisite. 

A Depositor withdrawing any sum cannot be permitted to 
re-invest it, or any part of it, the same day. 


Accruing interest is only payable when the total amount 
deposited is withdrawn, except as provided in Article 28 and 
Article 44, Section (4) (Ships’ Banks). 

No fractional part of a shilling may be withdrawn, except 
when a Depositor’s account is closed and the interest is paid. 
In the latter case no fractional part of a penny is to be paid. 
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At the close of each day upon which withdrawals take place, 
the Divisional Paymaster is to total the withdrawal list, and to 
take credit for the total amount withdrawn in his Cash Account. 
The list is to be duly certified by himself, verified by a witness 
and forwarded to the Accountant-General of the Navy. The 
authorities under which payments are made to Depositors, or to 
other persons by their order, are to be appended to the list as 
vouchers. 


9. A Depositor may have his money transferred to the ship 
to which he belongs for investment in the Ship’s Bank just as he 
may have the whole or a portion of his money transferred for 
payment on board (see Article 8). In either case, the Divisional 
Paymaster on receipt of a request from the Depositor, forwarded 
through the Accountant Officer of his ship, is to issue in duplicate 
a transfer list for the amount, one copy to be sent to the 
Accountant Officer of the ship, and the other to the Accountant- 
General of the Navy. A similar course is to be pursued on the 
transfer of a Depositor from one Royal Marine Division to another. 
The date to which interest is computed is to be entered in all 
cases. 

The account of a Depositor in a ship, may, when the ship is 
paid off, be transferred to the Bank at his Division. The 
Divisional Paymaster is to forward at the end of every month 
to the Accountant-General of the Navy an abstract of such 
transfers. 


10. Interest at the rate of £2 10s. per cent. per annum is to 
be allowed to Depositors on every complete pound deposited. 
Deposits made during the first ten days of each month are to 
bear interest from the first day of the month, and those made 
during the remainder of the month from the first day of the 
following month. When the whole or any portion of the amount 
deposited is repaid, or transferred under the preceding Article, 
interest on the sum withdrawn is to cease with the last day of 
the month preceding that in which the payment is made. 


As regards deposits by remittance, the date of the issue of 
the remittance list on board ship is to be taken as the date of the 
receipt of the deposits into the Bank. 

Interest is to be computed to the 3lst March in each year, 
and then so much of it as consists of entire pounds and shillings 
is to be added to the Principal of each account; any fractional 
part of a shilling is to remain as interest to be added to that 
subsequently accruing. The total amount carried over to Principal 
is to be taken credit for in the Cash Account for the month of 
March as a payment on account of interest, and debited in the 
same account as a receipt on account of deposits, and inserted in 
columns 2 and 7 of the Abstract Account (see Article 11). 


11. The Divisional Paymaster is to keep an Abstract Account 
of the deposits, withdrawals, and transfers, and to post therein 
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daily the totals of the respective lists, and also the interest paid 
to Depositors. 

The Abstract Account is to be balanced on the 31st March 
in each year and forwarded to the Accountant-General of the 
Navy. 

12. Within a week after the 3lst March in each year a 
schedule of the balances and interest due to Depositors to that 
date is to be prepared, and forwarded to the Accountant-General 
of the Navy, with the Abstract Account. The Examiner of 
Accounts is to append a certificate of its accuracy. 


13. All Depositors’ accounts, when closed by the withdrawal 
or transfer of their entire balances, are to be removed from the 
ledger and sent to the Accountant-General of the Navy with the 
withdrawal or transfer lists. 


With a view to the closing of old accounts the Ledgers are 
to be frequently inspected, and in cases where accounts show no 
transactions over a period of two years, the wishes of the 
Depositors in regard to their accounts are to be ascertained. 


On receipt of information of the death, discharge, promotion 
beyond the rank of non-commissioned officer, or desertion of a 
Depositor, his account is to be closed and transferred to the 
Accountant-General of the Navy, and no further interest shall 
accrue from the date of such discharge, &c. 


14. The Savings Bank Clerks employed at the several 
Divisions of Headquarters of the Royal Marines, according to the 
number of the accounts open in the respective Banks during 
each month, shall be paid as follows :—

MEDICAL DIRECTOR-GENERAL—RETIREMENT 


REGULATIONS. 


WHEREAS it is provided by His late Majesty's Order in Council 
hearing date the 28th day of March 1903, that the Naval Medical 
Officer holding the appointment of Director-General of the 
Medical Department of the Navy may be granted, at our dis- 
cretion, the relative rank of Vice-Admiral if he should be an 
Inspector-Gereral of Hospitals and Fleets, now styled Surgeon 
Rear-Admiral, and that of Rear-Admiral if he should be of the 
rank of Deputy Inspector-General of Hospitals and Fleets, now 
styled Surgeon Captain, and also that, after relinquishing the post 
of Director-General, a Naval Medical Officer may be allowed, at 
our discretion, to assume on retirement from the Active List the 
relative Naval rank accorded to him by virtue of his service as 
Director-General if not otherwise entitled to such rank : 


And whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your 
Order in Council bearing date the 8th day of November 1918, 
to approve, wer alia, that the Medical Director-General should 
have the rank and style of Surgeon Vice-Admiral or Surgeon 
Rear-Admiral according to whether he holds the relative rank 
of Vice-Admiral or Rear-Admiral under the regulations then in 
force : 


And wherteas we consider that the Medical Director-General 
should be rctired on vacating the appointment and should be 
allowed to retain on retirement any higher rank accorded to him 
in respect of the appointment and also receive retired pay 
appropriate to that rank:

OFFICERS, R.M.—ALLOWANCES REGULATED BY

then in progress :

2. Any Officer who, while borne on the books of one of Your Majesty’s 
Ships or Royal Marine Divisions for full pay, becomes unfit for service 
at home or abroad to be eligible to be awarded full pay sick leave as 
follows, provide: there is a reasonable probability of his ultimate return 
to duty :— 


(i) In ordinary cases—-a maximum of 12 months reckoned from 
the date checked sick, whether at home or abroad. 
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(ii) In special cases, e.g., disability due to service in an unhealthy 
climate, or to Active War Service, or to bodily injuries sustained 
on duty in respect of which a Hurt Certificate has been issued, at 
Admiralty discretion—a maximum of 18 months, reckoned from 
the date checked sick, whether at home or abroad. 


3. Officers found permanently unfit for general service to be placed 
forthwith on the Retired List, provided that, in the following special 
cases, 8 grant or an extension of full pay sick leave from the date of the 
Medical report certifying that a reasonable probability of ultimate fitness 
for duty no longer exists may be made at Admiralty discretion, each 
case being considered on its merits; the period to be limited to a maximum 
of three months, and by the date on which the Officer would normally 
have ceased to be entitled to full pay by reason of having— 


(1) reached the limit of full pay sick leave admissible under the 
ordinary Regulations : 

(11) completed the full period of his Active Service engagement 
(for an Officer entered for Short Service) : 

(ili) reached the age limit for compulsory retirement (for a 
permanent Officer). 


Grants or extensions of full pay sick leave under the conditions 
prescribed in this clause to be limited to :— 


(a) Officers whose illness is certified to be attributable to the 
Service : 

(6) Officers suffering from tuberculosis or insanity where the 
disease, although not ‘“ attributable,” is certified as being “‘ aggra- 
vated ”’ by the Service. 


4. Disability due to causes within an Officer’s own control to be treated, 
subject to Admiralty discretion, as ordinary sickness for the purpose of 
clause 2 (i) of these Regulations. 

5. Article 1352, King’s Regulations and Admiralty Instructions, 
providing for the issue of full pay or its equivalent to Officers wounded 
during such time as they shall be lying under cure, or up to a limit of 
eighteen calendar months, to be cancelled; such cases to be dealt with 
under the Regulations contained in this Schedule. 

6. Article 1353, King’s Regulations and Admiralty Instructions, 
providing for the extension of the full pay or its equivalent of Officers 
injured on duty or suffering from insanity resulting from an act of duty 
or from extraordinary exposure or exertion on duty, to be cancelled; 
such cases to be dealt with under the Regulations contained in this 
Schedule. 

7. Subject to the exceptions specified in clause 8, the Regulations 
and provisions contained in this Schedule to take effect as follows :— 


(i) Extension of the ordinary period of full pay sick leave up 
to 12 months: from Ist September 1922. 
(ii) All other provisions: from 19th July 1923. 


8. The application of the foregoing Regulations to Commissioned 
Officers from Warrant rank and Warrant Officers to take effect from the 
date of this Order, and the cancellation of the former Regulation to be 
without prejudice to any Officer entitled to the receipt of benefits there- 
under on the date he fell sick who may have continued on the sick list 
after the introduction of the new Regulations.

INJURIES IN WAR (COMPENSATION) ACT, 1914— 
AMENDMENTS. 


Wueregas by Your Majesty’s Order in Council bearing date 
the 27th day of May, 1915, a Scheme of pensions, grants and 
allowances in the nature thereof was framed in pursuance of 
Section 1 of the Injuries in War (Compensation) Act, 1914, for

And whereas by Orders of Your Majesty in Council bearing 
dates the 8th day of June, 1916, the 11th day of March, 1920, 
the 3rd day of December, 1920, and the 31st day of October, 1921, 
the said Scheme was modified in certain respects : 


And whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable further 
to vary the said Scheme : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to direct that 
the Regulations appearing in the Schedule attached hereto shall 
be deemed to be incorporated in the above cited Orders in Council 
dated the 27th day of May, 1915, the 8th day of June, 1916, 
the 11th day of March, 1920, the 3rd day of December, 1920,

1. Injury and Disablement Pensions. 

As from the Ist October 1923, it shall be lawful, in cases where partial 
incapacity subsists, for the Admiralty or Army Council to award allow- 
ances in respect of children who were existing at the time of the injury or 
disablement at rates equivalent to the following percentages of the 
allowances laid down in the Orders in Council dated the 3rd dav of December 
1920, and the 3lst day of October 1921, for children in cases where total 
incapacity subsists :—- 


Per cent. 
Material impairment of earning capacity — - - - - 76 
Impairment of earning capacity - - - - - 50 


Slight. impairment of earning capacity - - - - 25 
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2. Pensions to Widows, Children and other Dependants. 

As from the Ist October 1923, the pension or allowance which may 
be granted to the widow, child or other dependant of a deceased person 
shall bear such ratio to the full award which might otherwise have been 
made as the percentage representing the degree to which the death of 
the person resulted from an injury sustained on duty or from sickness 
specifically attributable to the nature and conditions of the employment, 
bears to one hundred. 

Provided that it shall not be lawful for the Admiralty or Army Council 
to award a pension or allowance in any such case to a widow, child or 
other dependant unless the death of the person resulted to the extent 
of not less than fifty per cent. from such injury or sickness. 


3. General. 

In order to meet the needs in exceptional cases which are not covered 
by the normal regulations it shall be lawful for the Admiralty or Army 
Council at their discretion and subject to the concurrence of the Lords 
Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury, to make grants at rates and 
under circumstances other than those laid down in the Order in Council 
dated the 27th day of May, 1915, as modified by the Orders in Council 
dated the 8th day of June, 1916, the 11th day of March, 1920, the 3rd day 
of December, 1920, the 3lst day of October, 1921, and this Order.

PETTY OFFICERS, N.C.0."S AND MEN, R.N. AND R.M.— 
REVISED PENSION, &c., REGULATIONS. 


WHEREAS His late Majesty’s Order in Council, dated the 26th 
day of September, 1901, sanctioned the grant of pensions to 
widows and allowances to children of Petty Officers, Non-Com- 
missioned Officers and men of the Royal Navy and Marines and 
of the Reserved Forces whose deaths are attributable to warlike 
operations : 


And whereas His late Majesty’s Orders in Council, dated the 
9th day of October, 1903, and the 20th day of March, 1905, 
sanctioned provision being made to supplement from Naval 
Funds the pensions, allowances and gratuities awarded from the 
funds of Greenwich Hospital to widows, children and other 
dependent relatives of Seamen and Marines whose deaths are 
attributable to the Service other than during warlike operations : 


And whereas the powers and duties of the Admiralty with 
regard to such pensions and grants which were transferred to 
the Ministry of Pensions under Section 2, subsection (1) (a) of 
the Ministry of Pensions Act, 1916, have, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 1, subsections (1) and (4) of the War Pensions 
Act, 1920, being re-transferred to the Admiralty as from the 
Ist day of Octoher, 1921, that is as from the thirtieth day after 
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the date of the termination of the Great War, which date was, 
by Your Majesty’s Order in Council, dated the 10th day of 
August 1921, declared to be the 31st day of August, 1921: 


And whereas we are of opinion that the scales and conditions 
of awards of pensions and gratuities to the widows and of allow- 
ances to the children and certain other dependent relatives of 
Petty Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and men of the Royal 
Navy and Marines and of the Reserve Forces whose deaths occur 
and are directly attributable to the conditions of service subse- 
quent to the 30th dav of September 1921, should be as set out 
in the annexed Schedule and that the cost of such pensions, 
gratuities and allowances should be defrayed entirely out of 
Naval Funds : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to empower us 
at our discretion to make awards on the scales and under the 
conditions contained in the said Schedule, and to order that any 
awards already made on the scales and under the conditions 
contained in the said Schedule shall have the same validity as if 
they were awards made under Your Order. 


The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals. 


SCHEDULE. 


Regulations for the award of pensions and gratuities to widows and 
allowances to children and certain other dependent relatives of Petty 
Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and men of the Royal Navy and 
Marines and of the Reserve Forces. 


1. Pensions may be granted to the widows and allowances to the 
children and certain other dependent relatives of deceased Petty Officers, 
Non-Commissioned Officers and men of the Royal Navy and Marines and 
of the Reserve Forces at the rates and subject to the conditions set out in 
the following paragraphs. A deceased Petty Officer, Non-Commissioned 
Officer or man is hereinafter referred to as a Seaman or Marine. 


2. These Regulations will take effect as from Ist October, 1921, but 
will not apply in any case where it is proved that the death of the Seaman 
or Marine is attributable to service during the period of the Great War in 
which event his family will be eligible for consideration under Ministry of 
Pensions Regulations instead of under these Regulations. For this 
purpose “the period of the Great War’ is to be read as meaning the 
period beginning on 4th August 1914, and ending on 30th September 1921. 


3. The grant of a pension or allowance under these Regulations will 
only be allowable provided that the Seaman or Marine was killed or 
drowned in the service of the Crown or died as the result of wound, injury or 
disease, directly attributable to the conditions of service and that the 
death occurred within seven years after he was wounded or injured, or 
after he was first removed from duty on account of the disease. 


4. A pension, gratuity, or allowance under these Regulations cannot 
be claimed as aright. It will not be granted when the applicant is shown 
to be unworthy o! a grant from public funds, nor will it be granted unless 
the service of the deceased Seaman or Marine has heen such as, in the 
opinion of the Admiralty, to justify the award. 
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5. If the applicant is granted any other pension or allowance from the 
public, on account of the services of the Seaman or Marine in any other 
public capacity, the grant permissible under these Regulations shall be 
reduced by the amount of such pension or allowance. 


6. Subject to any exception which the Admiralty may approve in 
@ particular case, a grant under these Regulations will not be made to 
@ widow who was separated from her husband at the time of his death. 
Should such exception be approved, the grant made will be at such rate 
within the scales laid down in these Regulations and subject to such 
conditions as the Admiralty may determine. 


7. If a Seaman’s or Marine’s death or the wound, injury or disease 
which resulted in his death was due wholly or in part to his own negligence 
or misconduct or to any cause within his control, any grant which might 
otherwise have been made under these Regulations to his widow or other 
relative may be withheld or reduced in amount at the discretion of the 
Admiralty. 


8. If a Seaman or Marine is killed or dies in such circumstances that 
any grant is payable in respect of him under these Regulations, and his 
widow, child, or dependent relative receives compensation from or on 
behalf of a third party for the act, omission, or circumstances which caused 
the death, any such compensation may be taken into consideration in 
assessing any grant which might be made under these Regulations; and if 
the compensation is received after assessment, it may be taken into 
consideration and the assessment may be amended or cancelled accordingly. 


9. Any pension or allowance granted under these Regulations will be 
discontinued should the recipient subsequently prove to be unworthy of it 
or should the conditions which justified the grant no longer be fulfilled. 
Any assignment, sale or contract relating to a pension, allowance or 
gratuity is void. 

10. A grant under these Reyulations will not be made if the claim 
thereto fails to be established before the death of the person to whom it 
might have been made and such failure is due to neglect or omission on 
the part of such person, or, in the case of a person not of adult age, on the 
part of his or her guardian or other representative. 


11. If a person who is in receipt of a pension or allowance under these 
Regulations is granted parish relief, or is admitted to an institution which 
is supported wholly or in part at the expense of the rates or public funds, 
the pension or allowance may be applied in whole or in part towards 
satisfying the claims of the parish authorities in respect of parish relief 
and so much of the pension or allowance as would otherwise be payable in 
respect of the period of maintenance in the institution may be withheld or 
reduced in amount at the discretion of the Admiralty or administered in 
such manner as the Admiralty may determine. 

12. The date of commencement of any pension or allowance granted 
under these Regulations will be as the Admiralty may determine in each 
case. In fixing the date account will be taken of any delay on the part of 
the widow or other relative in applying for such pension or allowance. 

Subject to the foregoing, the date of commencement will be, as a rule, 
the date following the date of the Seaman’s or Marine’s death or, if later, 
the date following that to which any marriage allowance to his family 
has been paid. 

Wipows. 

13. The scale of pensions to widows of Seamen and Marines will be 

as follows :— 
(i) A widow not over 40 years of age :— Weekly.

(ii) Over 40 years of age - - 17 6

14. The following additions to the rates of pension laid down in 
paragraph 13 may be made in respect of rating or rank held by the deceased 
Seaman or Marine :—

Second Class Petty Officer oeting Rates and coperes of 
Marines - - 1 6 
First Class Petty Officer (0. 8.) Petty Officer (N. S.) and 
Sergeant of Marines - 3 0

Marine Warrant Officer, ond Class - - - - - 6 0 


15. A pension will not be granted if the Seaman or Marine married 
after he received the wound or injury or after he was removed from duty 
on account of the disease from which he died. 


16. If a widow who has been granted 8 pension under these Regulations 
re-marries, her pension will cease on the date of her re-marriage, but she 
may then be granted a gratuity equal to one year’s pension. This grant 
will be subject to such conditions as to payment as the Admiralty may 
determine and will be in full discharge of all claims. 


CHILDREN. 


17. Compassionate Allowances may be granted to the legitimate 
children under the age of 16 of a deceased Scaman or Marine whose widow 
is awarded a pension under these Regulations or would, if she had been 
living at the time of the Seaman’s or Marine's death, have been eligible 
for such pension. 

18. If the mother is living, compaasionate allowances under paragraph 
17 will be at the rate of 5s. a week for each child. The corresponding rate 
for motherless children will be 10s. a week. 


19. These allowances will not, as a rule, be paid to or in respect of 
children over the age of 16. At the discretion of the Admiralty, however, 
they may be granted or continued after that age in the case of a child who 
is an apprentice receiving not more than nominal wages or who is being 
educated at a secondary school, technical school or university. 


20. They may also he granted or continued between the ages of 16 and 
21 in the case of a child incapable through mental or bodily infirmity of 
earning a living, provided the infirmity existed before the child attained 
the age of 16. 


21. If pension to a widow be withheld or discontinued on grounds 
of unworthiness, her children, if otherwise eligible for compassionate 
allowance and if removed from her control, may at the discretion of the 
Admiralty be granted such allowance at the rate appropriate to motherless 
children. 


22. Children’s Allowances will not be issuable for any period during 
which the children are maintained in the Royal Navy, the Army or the 
Royal Air Force.

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PARENTS. 


23. The parent or parents of a Seaman or Marine who died in 
circumstances which would have rendered his widow, had he been married, 
eligible for a pension under these Regulations, may be granted an allowance 
at such rate not exceeding 7s. 6d. a week if there is one parent and not 
exceeding 10s. a week if there are two, as the Admiralty may decide, 
provided :— 

(i) that the Seaman or Marine did not leave a widow or legitimate 
child ; 

(ii) that the parent or parents were largely dependent on the 
Seaman or Marine at the time of his death; 

(iii) that their pecuniary and other circumstances are such as, in 
the opinion of the Admiralty, would justify the grant. 


24. On the parent, or one of the parents, attaining the age of 60, or if 
one of them is seriously incapacitated by ill-health the allowance may be 
increased to such rate, not exceeding 10s. a week if there is one parent, and 
not exceeding 12s. 6d. a week if there are two, as the Admiralty may 
decide. 

25. An allowance granted to the parent or parenta of a Seaman or 
Marine will not be transferable except that 1f made to two parents it may 
. be continued to the survivor at the rate appropriate to his or her age and 
state of health. 


26. A parent’s allowance will cease on the re-marriage of the grantee. 


BROTHERS AND SISTERS. 


27. The brothers and sisters of a Seaman or Marine who died in 
circumstances which would have rendered his widow, had he been married, 
eligible for a pension under these Regulations may, collectively, be granted 
an allowance at such rate not exceecling 108s. a week and not exceeding 
5s. a week for any one brother or sister as the Admiralty may decide, 
provided :— 


(1) that the Seaman or Marine did not leave a widow, legitimate 
child, or parent ; 

(2) that the brothers and sisters were largely dependent on the 
deceased Seaman or Marine at the time of his death; and 

(3) that their pecuniary and other circumstances are such as, 
in the opinion of the Admiralty, would justifv the grant. 


28. Allowances granted to the brothers and sisters of Seamen or 
Marines will be subject. to the same age limits and rules as to continuance 
and cessation as those laid down in this Schedule for the compassionate 
allowances of children, except that the special grant or extension provided 
for in paragraph 19 will not be admissible.

—RETENTION ON ACTIVE LIST. 


WHEREAS by Section VIII of Schedule V of Your Order in 
Council bearing date the 22nd dav of January ‘1920, Your 
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Majesty was graciously pleased, tnter alia, to provide that Pay- 
master Lieutenant-Commanders of Your Majesty’s Fleet shall be 
. compulsorily retired on reaching the age of 45 years: 


And whereas Paymaster Lieutenant-Commander Oswy 
Lonsdale Parsons, who was re-instated on the Active List of 
Your Majesty’s Navy after a period of absence from the Naval 
Service and whose seniority was consequently reduced in respect 
of such absence, will become due for retirement in his present 
rank on account of age on the 2Ist day of June 1925: 


And whereas we desire to exempt the said Oswy Lonsdale 
Parsons from the operation of the above regulation and to retain 
him on the Active List beyond the age of 45: 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to sanction the 
following arrangements, namely :— 

(1) The Admiralty to have discretionary power to retain 
Paymaster Lieutenant-Commander Oswy Lonsdale Parsons on 
the Active List, beyond the age of 45, until he attains the 
necessary seniority to qualify him for promotion to the rank of 
Paymaster Commander. 

(2) If promoted to the rank of Paymaster Commander, the 
Officer to be subject to the regulations applicable to that rank, 
his retired pay being assessed on the appropriate scale for such 
rank, subject to the proviso that whether such retirement takes 
place at the age of 50 years or earlier, the deduction to be made 
in respect of each full year wanting to complete the period of 
service prescribed in the scale, according to age at the date of 
retirement, shall not be limited to five years; provided always 
that the rate of retired pay awarded on this basis shall not be less 
than the amount for which the Officer would have been eligible 
had he been retired in the rank of Paymaster Lieutenant- 
Commander at the age of 45.

MEDICAL OFFICERS, R.N.—PERIODS OF SEA SERVICE 
FOR ADVANCEMENT. 


WHEREAS by Your Order in Council bearing date the 8th day 
of August 1911, as amended by Your Order in Council bearing 
date the 22nd day of January 1920, Schedule V, Section I, 
Clause 1, paragraph (ii) (e), Your Majesty was graciously pleased 
to prescribe that Medical Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy 
should be required to serve in a ship of war at sea for the 
following minimum periods in the ranks stated as a condition of 
advancement to the rank next above, namely :— 


Surgeon Commander—2 years as Surgeon Commander 
or 5 years as Surgeon Commander and Surgeon Lieutenant- 
Commander combined. 

Surgeon Lieutenant-Commander—2 years. 

Surgeon Lieutenant—2 years. 
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And whereas Your Majesty was further graciously pleased 
by Your Order in Council of the 8th day of August 1911, to 
empower us to promote a Medical Officer who has distinguished 
himself by gallantry in action with the enemy notwithstanding 
that he does not comply with the above conditions, provided he 
is certified to be professionally fit for advancement by the 
Director General of the Medical Department and to grant us 
discretionary power (which has now lapsed) to promote certain 
other Officers who for administrative reasons might not have - 
been able to complete the prescribed period of service in a ship 
of war at sea when their turn for advancement arrived : 


And whereas we consider it desirable in the interests of Your 
Majesty’s Service that the Regulations regarding the periods of 
service in a ship of war to be required as a condition of 
advancement for Medical Officers should be revised in certain 
cases, and further that we should have power to promote a 
Medical Officer who has held an appointment which is certified 
by the Director General of the Medical Department of Your 
Majesty’s Navy to be of a specialist nature, notwithstanding 
that he does not comply with the Regulations regarding sea 
service, provided he is recommended as professionally fit for 
advancement by the Director General of the Medical Department, 
and is qualified in all other respects : 


We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to cancel the 
aforesaid Regulations contained in Your Orders in Council of the 
8th day of August 1911, and the 22nd day of January 1920, 
Schedule V, Section I, Clause 1, paragraph (ii) (e), but without 
prejudice to any action taken thereunder, and to substitute 
therefor the Regulations contained in the annexed Schedule, with 
effect from the 21st day of March 1924.

SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS AS TO THE PERIODS OF SEA SERVICE REQUIRED OF MEDICAL

2. The Admiralty to have power to promote a Medical Officer who 
has distinguished himself by gallantry in action with the enemy, 
notwithstanding that he does not comply with the above Regulations 
as to sea service, provided he is certified to be professionally fit for 
advancement by the Director General of the Medical Department of 
the Navy. 


3. The Admiralty to have power to promote a Medical Officer who 
has held an appointment which is certified by the Director General 
of the Medical Department to be of a specialist nature, notwithstanding 
that he does not comply with the above Regulations as to sea service, 
provided he is otherwise qualified for promotion and is recommended 
therefor by the Director General of the Medical Department.

ACTING RATINGS—PAYMENT OF PROGRESSIVE 


PAY.

Naval Service provide that a man holding an acting rating is 
to receive the lowest scale of pay of that rating, and further 
that, in certain cases, when an acting rating is confirmed, his 
confirmation in rating may be antedated, with the result that in 
some instances he then becomes entitled to payment of pro- 
gressive pay in respect of a period during which he has actually 
served in an acting rating : 


And whereas we consider it desirable to dispense with the 
necessity for antedating confirmation in rating : 


We beg humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to direct that, 
subject to such exceptions as may from time to time be provided 
for by the Regulations of Your Majesty's Naval Service, payment 
of progressive pay may be made in respect of a period during 
which an acting rating has been held, provided that such 
payment shall not be made until the man has heen confirmed in 
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his rating, when payment of progressive pay shall be made as 
from the date of qualification.

OFFICERS AND MEN, R.N. AND R.M., Q.A.R.N.N.S. AND 
RESERVE, &c.—RETIRED PAY OR PENSION. 


WHEREAS by Section 2 of the Officers of Royal Naval Reserve 
Act, 1863, it is enacted, inter alia, that the Admiralty may enrol 
Officers of the Reserve to the Royal Navy under, and subject to, 
such Rules, Orders and Regulations as the Admiralty may, with 
the consent of Your Majesty in Council, from time to time 
establish : 


And whereas under the Pensions (Increase) Act, 1920, provi- 
sion was made, subject to certain conditions and restrictions, for 
the increase of certain pensions granted before the 4th day of 
August 1914, and, subject to certain further limitations, for the 
increase of similar pensions granted subsequently to that date to 
certain pensioners therein referred to : 


And whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your 
Order in Council bearing date the 13th day of August 1920, to 
empower us, subject to like conditions and restrictions, to grant 
increases of retired pay or pension to— 

(a) Officers and Men of Your Majesty’s Naval and 
Marine Force ; 

(6) The Widows of such Officers and Men; 

(c) Members of Queen Alexandra’s Roval Naval Nursing 
Service, and Nursing Service Reserve ; 

(¢) Riggers and Yardcraft men pensionable under Your 
Majesty’s Order in Council bearing date the 2nd day of 
June 1915, and previous Orders ; 

(e) Teachers in the Girls’ and Infants’ Schools of Your 
Majestv’s Roval Marine Force who are pensionable under 
Orders in Council dated the 18th day of May 1897, and the 
10th day of February 1905; 


who were retired or pensioned before the 4th day of August 1914, 
as well as to certain of them who have been granted retired pay 
or pension subsequently, but with effect fram a date not later 
than the 13th day of August 1920: 


And whereas by the Pensions (Increase) Act, 1924, provision 
has been made, subject to certain conditions and restrictions 
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therein specified, for raising the percentages by which the 
pensions to which the Pensions (Increase) Act, 1920, applies may 
be increased, and further for extending, as from 7th August 1924, 
the provisions of the said Act to pensioners residing outside the 
British Islands : 


And whereas the increases laid down in the Pensions (Increase)

(1) In the case of a pensioner other than a Rigger or a Yardcraft 
man by an amount greater than may be sufficient to make the increased 
pension equal to the pension of which such pensioner would from 
time to time have been in receipt had the pension been awarded on 
the Ist day of July 1923, in respect of the same rank or rating, the 
same age and the same period of service as premised in the actual 
award. 

(2) In the case of a Rigger or Yardcraft man by an amount greater 
than may be sufficient to increase his pension to the pension of which 
he would have been in receipt on the 2nd day of July 1923, had the 
additional remuneration by way of bonus payable on the Ist day of 
July 1923, been included amongst the salary and emoluments on - 
which his pension was awarded in lieu of the bonus, if any, which was 
actually so included. 

(6) for the purpose of this Rule “existing pension’ means a 
pension granted with effect from a date not later than the 13th day 
of August 1920. 


(2) The Regulations sanctioned by the Order in Council dated the 13th 
day of August 1920, shall be amended as follows :— 


(a2) The condition laid down in Clause (a) of Rule 3 that the 
pensioner must reside in the British Islands shall cease to have 
effect as from the 7th day of August 1924, and shall be cancelled 
accordingly. 

(6) The Regulations shall be read as though Clause (6) of Rule 4 
were cancelled and a fresh Rule 5a substituted in lieu thereof in the 
following terms :— 

5a. The following further limitations shall apply to Naval Pensioners 
in receipt of more than one pension. 

When a Naval pensioner is in receipt of a pension to which these 
Regulations apply and also in receipt of another or other pensions, the 
pension to which these Regulations apply shall for the purposes of Rules (4) 
and (5) be deemed to be one pension of an amount equal to the aggregate 
amount of the said pensions, subject to the proviso that the Admiralty 
in determining the percentage increase permissible under Rule (4) in 
respect of the pension to which these Regulations apply, may ignore any 
other pension which— 

(i) although no larger than a pre-war pension cannot be 
increased either under the Pensions Increase Acts, 1920, 
and 1924, or under these Regulations or under any Order in 
Council or Royal Warrant or other Regulations providing 
for the grant of corresponding benefits, or 

(ii) is of a type to which none of the Acts, Orders in Council, 
Royal Warrants or Regulations aforesaid applies. 


(c) For the purposes of this Order in Council and of the Order 
in Council of 13th August 1920, already referred to, an age pension 
or an increased age pension granted to a Seaman or Marine Pensioner 
on attaining 55 or 65 years of age respectively shall be treated as 
part of his original pension.

5 (b). No pension granted with effect from a date later than the 3rd 
day of August 1914, shall be increased under these Regulations by an 
amount greater than is sufficient to make the increased pension equal 
to the amount which might be granted under existing Regulations, or any 
amended Regulations which may be promulgated with effect from a date 
not later than the Ist day of October 1921. 

(e) Rule 9 shall be canéelled and the following substituted :— 

(i) These Regulations shall not apply to any pension, the 
total amount of which has been commuted. 

(11) Any pension of which a part has been commuted since 
the 13th August 1920, or may hereafter be commuted, shall 
be deemed to be a pension of the amount in issue at the above 
date for all purposes connected with these Regulations, pro- 
vided that in calculating the total means of the pensioner and 
in determining the amount of pension upon which an increase 
may be granted the commuted portion of the pension shall not 
as such be taken into account. 

(111) An increase of pension granted under these Regulations 
shall not be commuted in whole or in part. 


(3) These Regulations shall except as hereinbefore mentioned have 
effect from the Ist day of July 1923, and shall be incorporated with, 
and read as part of, the Regulations sanctioned by the Order in Council 
dated the 13th day of August 1920, as amended by Rule (2) above.

Officers entered in Warrant rank prior to the date of this Order,

Otheer, Seaman or Marine therein, shall be paid in such manner, and 
subject to such restrictions, conditions and provisions as are from time 
to time directed by Order in Council : 


‘** And whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Section X, 
Clause 5, of Schedule V of Your Order in Council bearing date the 22nd 
dav of January, 1920, to approve the institution of a permanent branch 
of Dental Officers in the Royal Navy. of the ranks of Surgeon Lieutenant- 
Commander (D) and Surgeon Lieutenant (1D), and to provide that 
Surgeon Lieutenants (D) should be eligible fur promotion to Surgeon

‘“And whereas we considered it desirable to reconstitute the 
Coastguard as a pensioner force under the designation of the Coast- 
guard New Force as from the Ist May, 1919, with rates of pay as set 
forth in the accompanying Schedule I and conditions of service as set 
forth in the accompanying Schedule IT : 


‘’ And whereas certain of the duties hitherto performed by Your 
Majesty’s Coastguard under the Board of Admiralty have, since the

Note.—The widow of a Chief Officer of Coastguard ranking with Warrant 
Officer who had been granted the rank of Lieutenant on retirement, may be 
awarded an ordinary pension of £40 per annum, provided that her husband 
had been promoted to the rank of Chief Officer before the date of this Order in 
Council and did not retire before the 7th July, 1897. 


“2. For the purpose of assessing these pensions and gratuities, the 
rank of the Officer shall be, except as hereinafter provided, the highest 
substantive rank held by the Officer on the Active List or while re- 
employed in a service capacity during war or emergency. In the case 
of a Chaplain on the retired list, seniority for this purpose shall be 
taken as seniority at date of original retirement increased by the amount 
of actual service (if any) after retirement during war or emergency. 
Brevet or honorary rank shall not count, except where otherwise 
specifically stated, but the rank of Commodore Ist or 2nd class shall 
be regarded as a substantive rank. Brevet rank held on the active 
lst prior to or at the date of this Order shall also be regarded as a 
substantive rank. 
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If an Officer accepts a temporary rank lower than his substantive 
rank and dies in circumstances rendering his widow eligible for a 
pension at the attributable rate, his widow shall not receive a pension 
greater than the rate on the attributable scale appropriate to her 
husband’s temporary rank, unless eligible for a higher pension on the 
ordinary scale appropriate to his substantive rank. 


Pensions and gratuities appropriate to higher rank than that last 
held by the Officer on the active list may, however, be granted in the 
following cases :— 


(a) The widows of Officers who were promoted to the rank of | 
Captain, Royal Navy, on the Active List and advanced 
to the rank of Flag Officer whilst on the retired list, and 
were retired or married before the 10th November, 1886, 
may receive pensions and gratuities applicable to the 
rank last held by their husbands on the retired list. 


(b) The widows of Officers promoted to Commissioned Officers 
from Warrant rank on the active hst prior to the date 
of this Order in Council may be granted pensions and 
gratuities applicable to the rank or relative rank of 
Lieutenant, Royal Navy, provided that their husbands : 


(i) If on the retired list at the date of death, retired 
after the 1st April, 1896 (or in the case of Officers 
of the Schoolmaster Branch after the 10th 
January, 1910), with the substantive, honorary 
or relative rank of Lieutenant, Royal Navy, or 
Lieutenant, Royal Marines, as the case may be, or 


(ii) If on the active list at the date of death, were 
qualified in all respects under the regulations 
for the grant on retirement of the rank or relative 
rank of Lieutenant, Royal Navy, in the case 
of Naval Officers or of the rank or relative rank 
of Lieutenant, Royal Marines, in the case of 
Royal Marine Officers, and had attained the age 
of 40 years. 


‘© 3. Pension at the attributable rate may be granted in all cases 
where death is due to wounds, injuries or disease certified by the com- 
petent medical authority to be directly attributable to the conditions 
of service, provided— 


(1) That death takes place within seven years of the date on 
which the deceased Officer was wounded or injured or 
was first removed from duty on account of the disease 
leading to retirement. 


(u) That the marriage took place before the Officer received 
the wound or injury or before such first removal from 


duty. 
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(111) In the case of disease, that the Officer survived the marriage 
by at least a year unless it can be shown that he was 
manifestly in good health at the time of the marnage 
and 


(iv) In the event of death after retirement, that the Officer 
did not elect the conditions of voluntary retirement 
instead of retirement for disability. 


‘4. The additional gratuity to the widow, together with pension 
at the attributable rate, may be granted in cases where the Officer 
is killed in action or dies of wounds received in action within seven 
years of the date on which the wounds were received. 


So long as this rule shall continue in force for Officers of the Royal 
Air Force, the gratuity to the widow may also be granted in cases 
where the Officer is killed on flying duty or while being carried on duty 
in aircraft under proper authority or dies of injuries sustained on 
flying duty or while being carried on duty in aircraft under proper 
authority within seven years of the date of the injuries. 


‘“5. In cases in which the deaths of Officers are not certified by 
the competent medical authority to be attributable to the conditions 
of service, pensions not exceeding the ordinary rate laid down in 
Clause 1 of these Regulations may be granted to widows of Officers 
other than temporary Officers on the active or retired list of the Royal 
Navy and Royal Marines at the time of their death and of permanent 
Officers of the Coast Guard (not being pensioned ratings) including the 
Cruiser Service, provided that the total income of the widow be not 
thereby brought up to an annual sum in excess of the limit laid down in 
respect of the rank held by her husband at the date of death, in the 
confidential scale fixed by the Adiniralty from time to time. In cases 
where the total income of the widow would exceed the limit laid down, 
if a pension at the full ordinary rate were awarded, the Admiralty 
may, at their discretion, award a reduced pension, but with effect from 
a date not earlier than the Ist January, 1924. The pension of a widow 
whose private income increases or decreases. after her pension has been 
awarded, shall be adjusted or suspended, as may be necessary, and 
may be increased or reduced or restored at the same or greater or a 
lesser rate, according to the manner and extent to which her income 
may vary from time to time. 


A pension at the ordinary rate shall not be granted to a widow :-— 


(a) If her husband shall have married her after he reached the 
age of 60. 


(5) If she was more than 25 years younger than her late husband, 
except in the case of a widow already married to an 
Officer on the list at the date of this Order. 


(c) If her husband, being capable of service, should have been 
excused at his own request from serving when called 
upon, provided that he had been officially warned that 
his widow would thereby forfeit the pension. 
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(d) If her husband should have died in the service of a foreign 


state, unless serving with the permission of the Admiralty. 


(ec) If she had not been married for 12 months to the Officer 


(f) In 


deceased, unless it be shown that such Officer was mani- 
festly in good health at the date of his marriage and that 
his death was not due to injury or disease arising from 
his misconduct or from any causes within his own control. 


the case of Officers who retired after the 10th November, 
1886, or Officers retired before that date whose widows 
are not eligible for pensions under the regulations now 
existing, if the marriage took place after the Officer was 
removed from the Active List, unless the Officer was 
subsequently to his marriage, or at the time of his mar- 
riage, re-employed in time of war or emergency. 


(g) If her husband retires with a gratuity on or after the date 


of this Order or if he retired with a gratuity only under 
the provisions of Order in Council of 14th July, 1922, 
or, being a Medical or a Dental Officer, retired or with- 
drew with a gratuity prior to the date of this Order. 


(hk) Unless her husband shall have had— 


(i) In the case of Chaplains already on the list at the 
date of this Order if they are still on the list at 
the time of their death, 3 years’ service on full 
pay, of which one year must have been subse- 
quent to the marriage, provided the widow is 
otherwise qualified. 


(ii) In the case of Officers promoted after service as 
ratings in the Royal Navy, or in the ranks of 
the Royal Marines, 12 months’ service in Warrant 
or Acting Warrant or in the higher rank, or in 
the case of pensioners who were granted tem- 
porary acting Warrant rank during the Great 
War, 12 months’ service in such rank. 


(ii) In the case of other Officers, including Chaplains 
where the conditions under (i) are not satisfied, 
10 years’ seniority on the Active List in com- 
missioned or Warrant rank or in commissioned 
and Warrant rank combined or in the case of 
Officers who retired before the 10th November, 
1886, and whose widows are eligible for pensions 
under the regulations now existing, 10 years’ 
seniority as commissioned Officers either on 
the active, reserved, or retired lists combined. 
Should an Officer already on the list and already 
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married at the date of this Order have 5 years’ 
seniority or more on the active list, have been 
in good health when he married, and it be 
‘clearly shown that his death was not due to 
injury or disease arising from his misconduct or 
from any causes within his own control, the 
Admiralty may award pensions in such cases as 
they may think proper. 


““6. The restrictions in the preceding paragraph shall not be 
imposed in cases where the Officer dies in such circumstances as would 
render his widow eligible for a pension at the attributable rate. 


“7, The widow of an Officer placed on the retired or pension list, 
on or after the 2nd August, 1910, on account of misconduct, after 
having completed not less than 20 years’ service counting towards 
retirement or pension may, at the discretion of the Admiralty, be 
granted a pension if she is otherwise eligible, provided that a deduction 
of not less than 40 per cent. shall have been made from the retired 
pay or pension to which, but for his misconduct, the Officer would 
have been entitled. In such cases, the widow’s pension shall be 
reduced by not less than half the percentage by which her husband's 
retired pay or pension has been reduced. 


“8. The widow of an Officer placed on permanent half-pay, or 
on the retired or pension list for misconduct, before the 2nd August, 
1910, shall not be eligible for a pension. 


‘9. The pension of a widow who re-marries shall be suspended 
from the date following that of her re-marriage but, in the event of 
her again becoming a widow, her pension may, at the discretion of 
the Admiralty, be restored for such time as she remains a widow, 
provided that she is otherwise qualified and that her pecuniary 
circumstances are such as, in the opinion of the Admiralty, to justify 
the award. Should she become eligible by re-marriage for a pension at 
a different rate, she may choose that which is more to her advantage. 


** ALLOWANCES TO CHILDREN. 


“10. Allowances to the legitimate children of deceased Officers 
may be granted at the discretion of the Admiralty at the following 
rates, provided it be shown that the children have no other allowance, 
pension, or provision from the Government (except in the case of 
boys under the age of 18 serving as Subordinate Officers in the Royal 
Navy), and that in cases where the Officer died in circumstances which 
would entitle the widow to a pension at the ordinary rate, their 
pecuniary circumstances and those of their family, are in the opinion 
of the Admiralty, so limited that they actually require assistance :—

The children of an Officer retiring or withdrawing with a gratuity 
will not be eligible for allowances if the widow is ineligible for an 
ordinary pension under these regulations, unless the Officer died in 
circumstances which would entitle his widow to a pension at the 
attributable rate. 


‘11. The allowances granted to the sons of Officers may be con- 
tinued until they attain the age of eighteen or‘are otherwise provided 
for; and those to the daughters may be continued until they marry, 
or attain the age of twenty-one, whichever shall first happen, and no 
longer, except in special cases, in which it shall be shown that such 
sons or daughters are afflicted with a mental or bodily infirmity, 
rendering them incapable of making adequate exertion for their own 
support, and that they are still in distressed circumstances, when the 
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allowance may be continued, or revived, should any break of continuity 
have occurred. 


These allowances may be granted or continued after the ages 
specified in the preceding paragraph in the case of either sons or 
daughters who are apprentices receiving not more than nominal wages 
or who are being educated at secondary schools, technical institutions 
or universities. 


They may also be awarded in special cases where the sons and 
daughters of Officers who were not in receipt of allowances when under 
age, are rendered incapable of making adequate exertion for their 
own support through infirmity, dating from a period before the father’s 
death. and before the sons and daughters reached the age at which 
in ordinary circumstances allowances would cease, provided that they 
are in distressed circumstances. 


“12. Children who are being educated at the expense of Green- 
wich Hospital may be granted the allowances applicable to their 
father’s rank, provided they are in real need. 


“13. In the event of a widow re-marrying her children by the 
first marriage are still eligible for allowances, provided they are other- 
wise qualified to receive them. 


“14. Allowances to children are payable from the date following 
that of the Officer's death to the 31st March next ensuing, and subse- 
quent payments are made vearly in advance from the Ist April in 
each year. 


“15. In addition to these allowances, an allowance may be granted, 
at the discretion of the Admiralty, for the education of the children’ 
of Officers who died in circumstances which render the widow eligible 
for a pension at the attributable rate. provided that the pecuniary 
need of the family is such as to require it. The allowance shall be 
at such rate (not exceeding £35 per annum in the case of children of 
Commissioned Officers and Commissioned Officers from Warrant rank, 
and £25 per annum in the case of children of Warrant Officers) as_ the 
Admiralty may think fit, and shall commence on or after a child 
reaching the age of 8. The continuance of the allowance shall be 
dependent upon the Admiralty being satisfied as to the education 
which the child is receiving and it shall cease at the age of 18, unless 
the education of the child is being continued at a secondary school, 
technical school or university, when it shall be within the discretion 
of the Admiralty to continue it, on the recommendation of a com- 
petent educational authority. 


‘* ALLOWANCES TO OTHER DEPENDANTS. 


‘* 16. If an Officer dies in circumstances which would have qualified 


his widow, had he been married, for a pension at the attributable 
rate, his parent or parents may be granted an annual allowance of such 
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alinount as the Admiralty may decide, but not exceeding half the 
pension the widow would have received, provided :— 


(1) That the Officer did not leave a widow or legitimate child : 


(2) That the parent or parents were largely dependent on the 
Officer at the time of his death : 


(3) That their pecuniary and other circumstances are such as, 
in the opinion of the Admiralty, justify the grant. 


On the parent, or one of the parents, attaining the age of 65, or 
if one of them is seriously incapacitated by ill health, the allowance 
may be increased to such amount as the Admiralty may decide, but 
not exceeding three-fourths of the pension the widow would have 
received. A grant shall not be transferable except that if made to the 
two parents of an Officer it may be continued to the survivor at the 
rate appropriate to his or her age and state of health. 

A grant shall cease on the re-marriage of the grantee. 


‘* BROTHERS AND SISTERS. 


‘17. Similarly, brothers and sisters of an Officer who died in eir- 
cumstances which would have rendered his widow, had he been married, 
eligible for pension at the attributable rate may, collectively, be 
granted an annual allowance of such amount as the Admiralty may 
decide, but not exceeding half the pension the widow would have 
received, and not exceeding £24 (or £18 if the deceased was a Warrant 
Officer) for any one brother or sister, provided :— 


(i) that the Officer did not leave a widow, legitimate child or 
parent. 


(1) that the brothers and sisters were largely dependent on 
the Officer at the time of his death, and 


(in) that their pecuniary and other circumstances are such as, 
in the opinion of the Admiralty, justify the grant. 


Allowances granted to the brothers and sisters of Officers shall 
be subject to the same age limits and rules as to continuance and 
cessation as those laid down for the allowances of Officers’ children, 
except that the grant will not be continued beyond the normal ages, 
unless in cases of mental or bodily infirmity. 


‘** GENERAL. 


“18. A pension or allowance to the widow or other relative of a 
deceased Officer shall not be claimed as a right. ‘It shall not be granted 
when the applicant is shown to be unworthy of the Public Bounty, 
nor unless the Officer’s service has been such as, in the opinion of the 
Admiralty, to justify the award. It may, at the discretion of the 
Admiralty, be discontinued in the event of any misconduct rendering 
the recipient unworthy of such bounty. If the applicant is granted 
any other pension or allowance from the public on account of the 
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Officer’s services, whether in the Royal Navy, Royal Marines or in 
any other capacity, the grant permissible under these regulations shall 
be reduced by the amount of such pension or allowance, but this 
restriction does not apply to pensions from the Civil List. 


‘“* 19. Subject to any exception which the Admiralty may approve 
in a particular case, a pension will not be granted to a widow who 
was living apart from her husband at the time of his death. Any 
pension so granted will be at such rate within the scales laid down in 
this Order and subject to such conditions as the Admiralty may 
determine. 


‘‘20. Any case in which the deceased Officer’s rank is not provided 
for in paragraph 1 of this Schedule shall be dealt with according to 
the Officer’s relative rank, ascertained in accordance with the method 
outlined in paragraph 2 of this Schedule. 


“21. The date of commencement of any pension or allowance 
granted under these regulations will be as the Admiralty may deter- 
mine in each case. In fixing the date account will be taken of any 
delay on the part of the widow or other relative in applying for such 
pension or allowance. 


Subject to the foregoing, the date of commencement will be as a 
rule the day following the date of the Officer’s death. 


‘22. The benefits granted by these regulations to the widows and 
other dependants of Officers on the permanent lists shall be extended, 
subject to the other conditions here laid down, to the widows and other 
dependants of Officers of the Reserve Forces, or of Officers entered for 
temporary service only, provided that they die in circumstances which 
would, had they been on the permanent lists, have entitled their 
widows to a pension at the attributable rate. 


‘< 23. If an Officer, commissioned Officer from Warrant Rank, or 
Warrant Officer, is killed or dies in such circumstances that any grant 
is payable in respect of him under this Order in Council, and his widow, 
child or other dependant receives compensation from or on behalf of 
a third party for the act, omission or circumstances which caused the 
death, any such compensation may be taken into consideration in 
assessing any grant which might be made in respect of the Officer, 
commissioned Officer from Warrant Rank, or Warrant Officer under 
this Order; and if the compensation is received after assessment, it 
may be taken into consideration and the assessment may be amended 
or cancelled. 


‘“*94. If an Officer, commissioned Officer from Warrant Rank, 
or Warrant Officer who has been seconded to the Royal Air Force and 
paid at Royal Air Force rates of pay dies of wounds, injuries or disease 
directly attributable to the conditions of service in the Royal Air Force, 
his widow, children or other dependent relatives shall be dealt with as 
under the Royal Air Force regulations appropriate to his rank in 
that Force, or under Naval regulations appropriate to his Naval rank, 
whichever would be more to their advantage, subject to the condition 
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that such award, if made as under the Royal Air Force regulations, shall 
not exceed that which might have been made had the Officer died on 
the date of his ceasing to draw full pay in the Royal Air Force. 


** 25. If an Officer’s death or the wound, injury or disease which 
resulted in his death was due wholly or in part to his own negligence 
or misconduct or to any cause within his control, any grant which 
might otherwise have been made under these regulations to his widow 
or other dependent relative, may be withheld or reduced in amount at 
the discretion of the Admiralty.” 


His Magesty, having taken the said Memorial into consideration, 
was pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, to approve 
of what is therein proposed. 


Anp the Right Honourable. the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty are to give the necessary directions herein accordingly.

THE KING'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY 
IN COUNCIL. 
WHEREAS there was this day read at the Board a Memorial 
from the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, dated the 3rd day of June, 1925 (C.W./G.H.25187/25), 
in the words following, viz. :— 

“‘'Whereas by Section 20 of the Greenwich Hospital Act, 
1865, it is enacted, snter alia, that the Admiralty may (subject 
to the approval of Your Majesty in Council) fix the salaries of 
Officers appointed for the service of Greenwich Hospital : 

‘* And whereas by Section 8 of the Greenwich Hospital Act, 
1872, it is further enacted that the provisions of Section 20 of the 
Greenwich Hospital Act, 1865, so far as the same relate to 
salaries, shall extend to pensions and pecuniary benefits of any 
kind : 

‘* And whereas Mr. William Harold Dimsdale, Commissioned 
Gunner on the Retired List of Your Majesty’s Fleet, has per- 
formed the duties of Chief Officer of the Royal Hospital School, 
Greenwich, for over eight years, and has resigned his appoint- 
ment owing to impaired health, his resignation having effect from 
the Ist day of June, 1925: 

‘* And whereas this Officer is ineligible by service under the 
regulations for advancement on the Retired List on vacating the 
above-mentioned appointment, and the appointment does not 
confer any claim to pension or gratuity : 

“* And whereas we are of opinion that his meritorious service 
under the Department of Greenwich Hospital is deserving of 
special recognition : 

“* We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the 
advancement of the said Mr. William Harold Dimsdale to the 
rank of Lieutenant on the Retired List of Your Majesty’s Fleet 
as from the Ist day of June, 1925, and the payment to him of a 
gratuity of £75 from the funds of Greenwich Hospital.

Order, as amended, should be further amended in the manner 
hereinafter appearing : 

And whereas the provisions of Section 1 of the Rules Publica- 
tion Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

NOW, THEREFORE, His Majesty is pleased, by and with 
the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, 
as follows :— 

The principal Order shall be amended as follows :— 


1. The following subsection shall be substituted for subsection 
(5) of Article 1 :— 

(5) Subject to the provisions of Article la of this Order 
the expression ‘outside the United Kingdom ”’ in this 
Part of this Order means outside Great Britain, Northern 
Ireland, the Irish Free State, the Isle of Man and the 
Channel Islands.

Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, trom 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations 
in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any: of the purposes 
in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other pur- 
poses as from time to time seem necessary with a view to the 
proper protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, or property, 
or to the requirements of His Majesty's Naval Service : 


And. whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in rela- 
tion to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for His Majesty in 
Council, from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or used, 
and the steps for avoiding collision to be taken by His Majesty’s 
vessels, and other vessels, navigating the waters of the Port and 
of the approaches thereto : 


And whereas in pursuance of the said Act certain Regulations 
and Rules were made by Order in Council dated the 14th day of 
October, 1915,(@) the 4th day of September, 1918,(b) and the 
14th day of December, 1922,(¢) with reference to the two Dock- 
yard Ports of Plymouth and Devonport : 


a) S.R. & O. 1915, No. 1015 (not printed in S.R. & O. series). 
b) S.R. & O. 1918, No. 1178 (not printed in the S.R. & O. series). 
(co) 8.R. & O. 1922, No. 1420. 
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And whereas it appears expedient to amend such Rules as 
hereinafter provided : 


And whereas the provisions of Section 1 of the Rules Publica- 
tion Act, 1893,(@) have been complied with : 


Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, cn the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, by 
and with the advice of His Privy Council, is pleased to order, 
and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


1. This Order shall take effect from one calendar month from 
the date hereof. 


2. Clause 19 of the Second Schedule to the said Order in 
Council dated the 14th day of October, 1915, is hereby repealed. 


3. The following Rule shall have effect in relation to the 
two Dockyard Ports of Plymouth and Devonport, and shall be 
read and construed as though inserted in the Second Schedule 
of the said Order in Council dated the 14th day of October, 1915, 
in the position indicated by the number prefixed thereto :— 

19. Should a vessel sink or become a wreck in any part of 
the Dockyard Ports so that an obstruction in a navigable 
fairway is caused, which in the opinion of the King's 
Harbour Master it is necessary to mark, such wreck shall be 
indicated in accordance with the Uniform system of Wreck- 
Marking off the coasts of the British Isles, as follows :-— 


(1) Green shall be the colour for all purposes connected 
with Wreck-Marking, namely, for lights, buoys, 
balls, shapes, wreck-marking vessels, &c. 
(2) Vessels and buoys shall have the word ‘‘ WRECK” 
painted in white letters on their sides. 
| (8) Throughout these regulations the term ‘‘ Starboard 
Hand *’ shall denote that side which would be on 
.. », Tight hand of the mariner, either going with the 
~ . mainstream of the flood or approaching a harbovr, 
.Yiver, or estuary from seaward; the term ‘* Port 
Hand "’ shall denote the left hand of the mariner in 
the same circumstances. 


(4) Shapes and Characteristics of Ee Buoys. 

When a wreck-marking buoy is used, it shall be

carried) it shall be lighted in one of the manners

| (5) Characteristics of Wreck-Marking Vessels. 


When a wreck-marking vessel is used, it shall 
carry the lights and shapes and give the sound 
signals following to indicate to the mariner on 
which hand he should pass the vessel :— 

(1) Lights. 
(i) Between sunset and sunrise to carry the 
following lights :— 
(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port 
Hand— 
Two green lights in a vertical line not 
less than 6 feet apart from the end of 
a cross-yard, the lower light to be of a 


height not less than 15 feet above the 
hull. 


(b) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard 
Hand— 

Three green lights in a vertical line 
not less than 6 feet apart from the end 
of a cross-yard, the lowest light to be of 
a height not less than 9 feet above the 
hull. 

(c) To be passed on either side— 

Four green lights, two in a vertical 
line one over the other, not less than 6 
feet apart, on each end of a cross-yard 
with a horizontal distance between the 
lights at either end of the cross-yard 
not less than 15 feet, and not exceeding 
25 feet. The height of the two lower 
lights to be not less than 15 feet above 
the hull. 


(ii) A wreck-marking vessel shall not carry the 
| _ ordinary riding light for a vessel at anchor.

Between sunrise and sunset to carry green balls 
or shapes corresponding in number and arrange- 
ment to the green lights as detailed above. _ 
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(3) Sound Signals. 

A wreck-marking vessel during fog, mist, 
faliing snow, or heavy rain-storms, whether by 
day or night, to ring a deep-toned bell at intervals 
of not more than 30 seconds as follows :—

‘2. An Officer placed on the retired list under Clause 1 may be 
granted such rate of retired pay or such gratuity as the Admiralty 
in their discretion may think fit, provided that— 


(i) Retired pay be not granted to any Officer who would not have 
been eligible therefor if placed on the retired list for in- 
capacity. | 

(ii) The maximum rate of retired pay shall be the lower of the two 
following rates, viz. :— 

(a) The rate admissible on the incapacity scale, after crediting 
the Officer with any service lost as the result of sentence 
by Court Martial, less 10 per cent., or 

(b) The rate admissible on the incapacity scale calculated 
upon the Officer’s service as reduced by sentence of 
Court Martial. 

(iii) The gratuity be not in excess of that for which the Officer 
might have been eligible if retired for incapacity. 


“¢3. An Officer who has been dismissed the Service or dismissed 
with disgrace by sentence of Court Martial or whose name has been 
removed from the list of Officers, or who has been allowed to resign his 
commission or warrant to avoid trial by Court Martial, may be awarded 
a compassionate allowance, but the grant of such an allowance and its 
duration, if granted, shall be entirely at the discretion of the Admiralty. 
No Officer may, however, be awarded a compassionate allowance in 
excess of the retired pay or gratuity which might have been granted to 
him if placed on the retired list under Clause 1 of this Schedule. 


“4, Nothing in this Schedule shall prejudice or afiect the power 
of the Admiralty to discharge or dismiss Officers or shall confer on any 
person who has been removed from His Majesty’s Service any right to 
half pay, retired pay or pension, compassionate allowance or gratuity. 

‘5. The expression ‘an Officer’ in this Schedule shall include 

sommissioned Officers, Commissioned Officers from Warrant Rank.

(a) to persons holding political offices; or 

(b) to officers on the retired or emergency lists of the Royal 
Navy or Royal Marines or Royal Air Force or to 
officers and men of any of the auxiliary or reserve 
forces (including officers in any reserve of officers) as 
such, except when embodied or called out on per- 
manent or active service or otherwise employed under

(c) to persons employed in an industrial capacity in estab- 
lishments under the Admiralty, Army Council or Air 
Council, being establishments certified by the 
Treasury to be establishments of an industrial or pre- 
dominantly industrial character, other than persons 
employed in such supervisory grades as may be 
specified in regulations made by the department con- 
cerned and approved by the Treasury ;

‘3. An Officer who has been dismissed the Service or dis- 
missed with disgrace by sentence of Court Martial or whose name 
has been removed from the list of Officers or who has been 
deprived of retired pay in consequence of the removal of his name 
from the list of retired Officers or who has been allowed to resign 
his commission or warrant to avoid trial by Court Martial, may 
be awarded a compassionate allowance, but the grant of such an 
allowance and its duration, if granted, shall be entirely at the 
discretion of the Admiralty. No Officer, may, however, be 
awarded a compassionate allowance in excess of the retired pay 
or gratuity which might have been granted to him if placed on 
the retired list under Clause 1 of this Schedule, and no Officer 
who has been deprived of retired pay in consequence of the 
removal of his name from the list of retired Officers may be

WHuereas there was this day read at the Board a Memorial from 
the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
dated the 26th day of October, 1927 (C.W. 1524/26), in the words 
following, viz. :— | 


** Whereas by Section 1 of the Naval Reserve (Otticers) Act, 1926, 
it 1s enacted, inter alia, that where any Officer of the Reserve shall 
sustain any disability of mind or body which is attributable to the 
conditions of Naval service, he may be granted an allowance or pension 
in respect thereof at such rate and subject to such conditions as the 
Admiralty, with the consent of Your Majesty in Council, may appoint, 
and that where he is killed or dies as the result of any wound, accident, 
injury or disease attributable to the conditions of Naval service, his 
widow, children or other dependent relatives may be granted such 
pension, allowances or gratuity as the Admiralty with the like consent 
may appoint : 

‘And whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your 
Order in Council bearing date the 11th day of October, 1923 (Schedules 
II and III), to approve, inter alia, Regulations for the grant of com- 
pensation to Officers of the Reserves, other than the Royal Naval 
Reserve, and to temporary Ofhcers of the Royal Navy and Royal 
Marines, who may be retired or discharged, on or after the Ist day of 
October, 1921, on account of sickness or injury certified by the com- 
petent medical authority, as attributable to the conditions of service, 
but not proved to be attributable to or aggravated by service during 
the period of the war, as defined in Your Majesty’s aforesaid Order in 
Council, as well as to Officers who, although not retired or discharged 
on account of such injury or sickness, are nevertheless found on retire- 
ment or discharge to be suffering therefrom : 


‘© And whereas we consider that Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve 
should, under like conditions, be eligible for compensation in respect 
of any disability of mind or body which ts attributable to the condition 
of Naval Service, on the scale laid down in Schedule I of Your Majesty’s 
aforesaid Order in Council and under the Regulations established in 


Schedule III thereof : 


“And whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your 
Order in Council bearing date the 25th day of June, 1925, to approve 
Regulations for the grant of pensions and allowances to the widows, 
children and other dependent relatives of Officers of Your Majesty’s 
Naval and Marine Forces : 
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“And whereas we consider that the widows. children and dependent 
relatives of Officers of the Roval Naval Reserve who mav die as the 
result of any wound, accident. injury or disease attributable to the 
conditions of Naval service should be eligible for the same pensions, 
gratuities and allowances as the widows, children and dependent 
relatives of Officers of the Roval Navy whose deaths were similarly 
attributable to the conditions of Naval service : 


“We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majestv may be 
graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to provide that the pro- 
visions of Schedules II and II of Your Majesty's Order in Council 
bearing date the 11th day of October, 1923, shall be extended to include 
Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve. with effect from the 15th day of 
December, 1926, and that similarly the provisions of Your Majestv’s 
Order in Council bearing date the 25th day of June. 1925, in so far as 
they relate to the award of pensions. gratuities and allowances at the 
attributable rate, to the widows, children and dependent relatives of 
deceased Officers of the Royal Navy. shall also be applicable to Officers 
of the Royal Naval Reserve. with effect from the 15th day of December. 
1926. 

“The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty's Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals.” 


His Majesty, having taken the said Memorial into consideration. 
was pleased, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, to approve 
of what is therein proposed. 


Anp the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the

“ Whereas Ly Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and 
Pensions Act, 1865. it is enacted inter alia that all pay, pensions 
or other allowances in the nature thereof payable in respect of 
services in Your Majesty’s Naval or Marine Force to a person 
being, or having been, an Officer, Seaman or Marine theren: 
shall be paid in such manner and subject to such restrictions. 
conditions and provisions as are from time to time, directed by 
Order in Council : 

‘‘ And whereas Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your 
Orders in Council of the 17th day of May, 1920, the 20th day 
of June, 1922, the 18th day of October, 1922, the 6th and 14th 
days of December, 1922, and the 26th day of May, 1925, to 
approve inter alia of revised rates of substantive pay for the 
Petty Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and men of Your 
Majesty’s Navy and Marines: 

‘‘ And whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable that 


these rates should be reduced for men entering or re-entering 


(after a break in service) Your Majesty’s Navy or Royal Marines 
subsequently to the 4th day of October, 1925, subject to the modi- 
fications shown in the Schedule as regards men who re-entered 
before 2nd November, 1925, and as regards Non-Continuous 
Service Maltese Artisan ratings : 

‘“ And whereas the reduction in the rates of pay has neces- 


sitated the modification and extension of the minimum rates of 


allotment associated with the grant of Marriage Allowance as 
set out in paragraph 6 of the Schedule annexed to Your Order in 
Council of the 13th day of August, 1920(¢) : 

‘‘ And whereas we consider it desirable that the rating of 
Mechanician shall be abolished and shall be replaced by the 
ratings of Mechanician 2nd Class and Mechanician Ist Class :

“U. Men serving on 4th October, 1925, shall continue to be 
paid according to the scales then in force on the understanding 
that they are not entitled to claim a right to any rate of pay or 
other emolument under those scales in the event of reduced 
scales being introduced.
